ACCUSATIONS of rude¬ 
ness and neglect have led 
to Kent Police seeing the 
fifth largest increase in 
complaints of all forces in 
England and Wales. 

Figures released by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) show 695 
complaints were made in 
2007/08, compared with 559 for 
the previous 12 months - a rise of 
24 per cent. 

Of that figure, 46 per cent of 
complaints were about staff 
either neglecting their duties or 
being rude. 

Only those constabularies cov¬ 
ering the City of London, Surrey, 
Sussex and Dyfed-Powys saw 
larger increases out of the 43 
forces in England and Wales. 

The figures for Kent also repre¬ 
sent a 137 per cent increase in 
complaints made since 2003/04. 

IPCC commissioner Mike 
Franklin said: “The number of 
complaints received has risen by 
24 per cent in Kent in the space 
of a year, which is good news in 
one sense in that it indicates that 
more people are accessing the 
complaints service. 

“However, one area of real con¬ 
cern across the country has been

the large number of complaints 
involving neglect or rudeness. In 
Kent, 46 per cent of all com¬ 
plaints were of this nature. 

“There is absolutely no excuse 
for being rude to the public and 
police officers need to understand 
that the way they interact with 
people has a huge impact on the 
way the public feel about the 
police. 

‘We know Kent Police are tak¬ 
ing steps to address this, as are 
other forces around the country, 
and that is to be welcomed.” 

The top three causes of com¬ 
plaints made to Kent Police were 
incivility, impoliteness or intoler¬ 
ance (24 per cent), neglect or fail¬ 
ure in duty (22 per cent) and 
assaults that were neither sexual 
nor serious (15 per cent). 

Ashford MP Damian Green, 
who is the former Tory 
spokesman for home affairs, was 
unhappy with the figures. 

He said: “It’s obviously concern¬ 
ing that the complaints have 
gone up and I am sure everyone 


in the police will take a hard look 
at these incivility figures and act 
on them, because it damages 
relations with the public. 

“Of course there are more pres¬ 
sures on officers because of a rise 
in people being drunk and disor¬ 
derly and we are sending them 
out into more difficult situations, 
but in the end everyone is enti¬ 
tled to be treated in a polite and 
civil manner.” 

Complaints made to the IPCC 
can consist of any number of alle¬ 
gations, of which there were 
1,249 made against Kent Police 
staff, including community sup¬ 
port officers and specials. 

Of these, 465 were investigated 
and 413 were resolved before the 
IPCC became involved. The rest 
were either discontinued or with¬ 
drawn. Of the 465 allegations 
investigated by the force, 72 were 
substantiated and the remaining 
393 unsubstantiated. 

A spokeswoman said the force

Yves of a historic flight 


HISTORY was made when Swiss 
rocket-man Yves Rossy became 
the first person to complete a solo 
jet-propelled flight across the 
Channel, writes Steve Knight. 

The 49-year-old finally achieved his goal on 
Friday after poor weather prevented him 
taking off from Calais for two days running. 

But it was third time lucky for Mr Rossy 
who leapt from a plane after firing the rock¬ 
ets attached to his one-man wing and soared 
at speeds of 120mph, before parachuting 
onto Dover’s white cliffs 10 minutes later. 

A loud cheer greeted his arrival near the 
South Foreland lighthouse before Mr Rossy 
was swamped by well-wishers. 

He said: “It was perfect. Blue sky sunny no 
clouds - perfect conditions. 

“We prepared everything and it was great.” 

Mr Bossy’s stunt came 99 years after Louis 
Bleriot became the first man to cross the 
Channel in a powered aircraft. 

It was broadcast live in 165 countries by 
the National Geographic Channel and also 
on the website www.natgeotv.com. 

Mr Rossy said: “I had never flown in a for¬ 
eign place like the Channel, where all these 
great aviators such as Bleriot crossed. 

“Everything was new. I don’t know how 
many people were looking at me. It felt like I 
was there but in a parallel world.” 

Mr Rossy, who has nicknamed himself 
FusionMan, completed his flight attached to

an eight-foot carbon fibre wing powered by 
four engines. He was able to alter direction 
by shifting his weight or simply turning his 
head and shoulders. 

Mr Rossy said he used the village of St 
Margaret’s as a focal point as he approached 
Dover, as he knew the lighthouse was just to 
its left. However, he missed his intended 
landing point slightly - much to the surprise 
of local hotelier Gavin Oakley. 

Mr Oakley said: “I had gone up to watch 
history being made and decided to keep back 
from the crowd by the lighthouse. 

“You can imagine how stunned I was when 
he came into view and dropped to earth just 
yards away. I shook his hand and welcomed 
him to Kent. 

“One of his team shouted to get back in 
case the engines exploded. I didn’t think that 
was very likely so I took some photos. 

“It was a memorable experience.”

was currently rewriting the Kent Police 
Standard to improve the level of service it 
provides to the public. 

She added: “We take any complaint seri¬ 
ously and actively encourage anyone who 
has concerns regarding policing in their area 
to contact us. 

“Kent Police receive an average of more 
than 1.5 million calls per year. The total 
number of complaints investigated repre¬ 
sents 0.05 per cent of those calls.” 

Mark Gilmartin, chief executive of the 
Kent Police Authority, said one of the reasons 
for the rise in complaints was a “change in 
recording practices”. 

He added: “As the police watchdog we’re 
not in any way complacent and take an 
active interest. The most recent work by Her 
Majesty’s Constabulary Inspectorate found 
that Kent Police are good at investigating 
and responding to complaints raised.” 

Ian Pointon, chairman of Kent Police 
Federation, which represents rank-and-file 


officers, said: “What you have to remember is 
that police officers have to exercise a certain 
amount of power over people and have to tell 
them what to do and a lot of people don’t like 
that. For every complaint received about the 
police, we also receive two or three letters of 
compliments.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “Our officers are sometimes 
faced with confrontational situations and we 
handle the vast majority with the utmost 
professionalism.” But he admitted: “We 
recognise that 72 [substantiated] cases is too 
many and are working hard to improve the 
service we provide to the public.” 

• Kent Police have agreed to pay compensa¬ 
tion to animal rights campaigners who were 
denied the right to protest about live exports 
at Dover. 

Those who can prove they were on a bus 
turned away from the docks in 2006 will each 
receive £1,250. The campaigners claim they 
were forced back onto the vehicle and unlaw¬ 
fully imprisoned. 


NEW figures show that 174 children were 
killed or seriously injured on roads in Kent 
and Medway in 2007. 

And the statistics from the Department 
for Transport also revealed there were 594 
cyclist casualties and 773 motorcyclists 
hurt last year. 

The DfT said it showed the Government 
had made progress in its casualty reduction 
targets. 

Among the targets is a 50 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in the number of under-16s killed or 
seriously injured by 2010. 

Earlier figures released in June revealed 
that 98 people had been killed on Kent and 
Medway’s roads during 2007. 

The South East as a whole matched the 
national trend for an overall reduction in 
the numbers killed in road incidents last 
year with a drop in fatalities of 20. 

There were 8,043 casualties overall last 
year on Kent’s roads, which includes those 
killed, severely injured and slightly injured. 

A total of 269 pedestrians were killed or 
seriously injured.

Museum displays John Ward’s 1968 watercolour of actress 


Portait proves she’s 
always been Ab Fab

A PORTRAIT of a 
young Joanna Lumley is 
one of the main attrac¬ 
tions at an exhibition 
celebrating 150 years of 
Maidstone Museum. 

The watercolour is the work of 
the late Kent artist John 
Stanton Ward, who was once 
employed by the fashion maga¬ 
zine Vogue. 

Actress Lumley, perhaps best 
known for playing the chain¬ 
smoking Patsy in the popular 
BBC sitcom Absolutely 
Fabulous, posed for the picture 
in 1968 when she was just 22. 

The painting will be placed in 
the white section of the muse¬ 
um’s Kaleidoscope display, 
which signifies 150 years of 
colourful collection. 

Keeper of fine art Fiona 
Woolley said Lumley spoke 
fondly of the painting when she 
opened an exhibition of Ward’s 
work in Canterbury last year. 

She said: “Unfortunately he 
died a short time before, but it 
was lovely to hear Joanna speak 
so fondly of him. 

“She said he worked in a way 
that put her at ease, much like 
many model photographers do, 
and she was really happy with 


the finished product. 

“The portrait has been dis¬ 
played in the offices of 
Maidstone council in the past, 
but it’s been in the stores for 
quite a while now. 

“Being a watercolour it is sus¬ 
ceptible to light damage and will 
fade rather quickly, so we can 
only keep it on display for about 
six months at a time before we 
put it away again for a couple of 
years.” 

Bom in Hereford on October 
10,1917, Ward showed a flair for 
art from a young age. 

He attended the Royal College 


of Art either side of serving with 
the Royal Engineers during 
World War Two, before being 
hired by Vogue in 1948. 

Ward left the magazine in 
1952 and made a name for him¬ 
self as one of the best portrait 
painters of his generation, list¬ 
ing Princess Anne and Sir Roger 
Bannister among the many per¬ 
sonalities who posed for him. 

Having lived in Kent for the 
majority of his life, he was later 
awarded the freedom of the city 
of Canterbury. 

Lumley, now 62, was a young 
model who had not yet made her

acting debut by the time Ward 
drew her, but she later found 
widespread fame for her por¬ 
trayal of Purdey in the 1970s 
adventure series The New 
Avengers. 

Mrs Woolley said the painting 
was one of many on display as 
part of the Kaleidoscope exhibi¬ 
tion. She added: “The feedback 
has been really positive so far, 
and it’s been quite popular with 
some of our younger visitors 
because it is so colourful. 

‘We wanted to show people 
how diverse our collection is and 
I think we’ve achieved our goal.” 

Maidstone Museum is open 
every Monday to Saturday, from 
10am until 5.15pm.

Alarm over losses 

CONCERN has been raised that the loss of 
senior officers at Kent County Council will 
lead to poorer delivery of services.

14-year-old was taken to the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, where he later died.

Snakey the six-foot boa constrictor was back 
in its St Mary’s Island home on Wednesday 
after being found in a neighbour’s garage. 

Owner Ashley McKenzie said he was “over¬ 
whelmed” by Snakey’s return. 


Police death smash family 
wanted justice for child 


THE father of a woman motorist who died as 
her vehicle was hit by a speeding police 
patrol car said he took on the force in the 
courts for the sake of his granddaughter, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

A judge this week ruled that PC 
William Purse was “100 per cent at 
fault” for the road smash in which 
Rachel Cheesewright, 29, from 
Kennington, died. 

It followed an inquest and probe 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Authority that conclud¬ 
ed her death was accidental, while 
the Crown Prosecution Service had 
said there was insufficient evident 
to prosecute PC Purse. 

But Tony Cheesewright, 67, the 
father of Miss Cheesewright, vowed 
to continue his fight for her daugh¬ 
ter, Charlotte. Earlier this year, the 
family started a civil case in an 
attempt to show Kent Police were 
responsible for her death. 

On Tuesday, Judge Jonathan 
Simpkiss gave a damning verdict at 
Canterbury County Court in favour 
of the Cheesewrights. He said: “My 
judgement is that the police were 
100 per cent at fault.” 

Mr Cheesewright, who is retired, now looks 
after Charlotte with his wife, Marsha, at 
their home in Ashford. He said: “The stress 
has been terrible, for my wife particularly, 
and everyone concerned. 

“Central to all this is our granddaughter. 
We were determined she should have some 
redress from what happened. To be honest, 


without Charlotte I am not sure I would have 
pursued it so far. What I think has shocked 
the coppers more than anything else is the 
fact that someone has taken them on.” 

His daughter died in October 2005 on the 
A28 near Bethersden after fin¬ 
ishing a shift at the Bonny 
Cravat pub in Woodchurch. Her 
Fiesta was hit by a police car 
answering a 999 call in 
Tenterden. PC Purse admitted 
in court that he had been travel¬ 
ling at lOOmph just before the 
crash. The impact sliced Miss 
Cheesewright’s car in two, 
killing her instantly. 

She had been planning to 
marry her long-term partner, 
Lewis Whitehead, and her 
daughter, Charlotte, was eight 
years old at the time. 

Kent Police are being sued for 
damages arising from Miss 
Cheesewright’s death, including 
a loss of dependency claim on 
behalf of Charlotte. 

The judge refused Kent Police 
an appeal on Tuesday. However, 
the force is expected to take the 
case to the Court of Appeal. A statement said: 
“Kent Police are considering the judgement 
awarded against the force in a civil claim by 
the family of a young woman who died after 
her car was in collision with a police vehicle. 

“Kent Police were refused leave to appeal 
against the decision. The force is considering 
the judgement and cannot make any further 
statement at this time.”

Party slams Labour conference speech 
on need to use ‘dirty* energy sources

THE Green Party in Kent 
has responded angrily to the 
Business Secretary’s forceful 
speech stating that “dirty” 
energy sources are vital for the 
country’s future. 

At the Labour Party conference in 
Manchester this week, John Hutton made 
the case for new coal power stations and a 
“renaissance in nuclear power” as crucial 
for a secure and long-term supply of energy. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Kent 
Green Party, said: “The Government needs 
to stop these knee-jerk reactions and com¬ 
ing up with 1950s solutions to 21st century 
problems. 

“Compared to other European govern¬ 
ments, Britain is at the bottom of the league 
table in terms of renewables, building insu¬ 
lation and building standards because of its 
primitive energy policies.” 

E.ON wants to build a new coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth and ministers 
are currently considering the £1 billion 
application. 

Confroversial 

Mr Dawe said: “I’d suggest that we are not 
going to run out of sunlight or wind, but we 
can run out of cheap coal, oil and uranium 
and we can do so in a relatively short space 
of time.” 

The Environment Agency warned this 
week that coal plants must not be built 
unless they can capture and store C02. 
The Government’s final decision on 
Kingsnorth is due within months and 
opponents fear it could pave the way for a 
wave of similar stations. 

In his controversial conference speech, Mr 
Hutton argued that the country’s emissions 
were capped by EU legislation and building 
new coal plants would make no difference 
overall. 

Greenpeace said the plants could not be 
an option because of their huge contribution 
to climate change. If the Government met 
its own targets for energy efficiency and 
renewables there would be no need for new 
nuclear or coal, they claimed. 

Mr Dawe said huge cuts in energy usage 
were possible if British buildings were prop¬ 
erly insulated and households were more 
self-reliant through installing solar panels 
and solar water heating. 

French power giants EDF bought British 
Energy, which owns eight nuclear power sta¬ 
tions including Dungeness, on Wednesday.

The £12.5 billion deal is set to hasten the 
Government’s new nuclear programme. 

However, the Kent reactor is among four 
sites EDF wants to put up for sale. 

Mr Dawe said this would delay a new 
nuclear power station being built at the site 
and added that its low-lying coastal posi¬ 
tion, coupled with rising sea levels, made it 
more unattractive for investment. 

He said the extraction of uranium and 
construction of nuclear plants would pro¬ 
duce a significant amount of emissions from 
“dirty” fossil fuels. 

He said the Government was ignoring the 
increase in aviation and marine emissions 
and its British investment overseas when 
calculating its emissions as only two per 
cent of the world’s, claiming it was more like 
14 per cent. 

“It is clear Gordon Brown only grudgingly 
pays attention to climate change,” he added. 

At the Lib Dems’ conference in 
Bournemouth the party’s leader Nick Clegg 
said he was against new coal and nuclear. 

“Together we are going to have to use less 
energy,” he said. “And much less dirty ener¬ 
gy. It’s the only way to stop the growing 
threat of disastrous climate change.” 

Tory leader David Cameron has said he is 
against new coal plants without carbon cap¬ 
ture technology. He has supported new 
nuclear, but said a Conservative govern¬ 
ment would not provide public funding for 
the programme.

Brown’s speech 
will unite party 
say county MPs 

LABOUR MPs in Kent believe this 
week’s conference has put the party in 
a stronger position and restored faith in 
the Prime Minister. 

Both Stephen Ladyman and 
Jonathan Shaw agreed with Deputy 
Leader Harriet Harman’s assertion that 
“the fight back has begun”. 

Dr Ladyman, MP for South Thanet 
and a former transport minister, said 
the conference was a “huge success”. 

He added: “Gordon Brown’s speech 
exceeded my expectations.” 

Dr Ladyman said the proof of suc¬ 
cess was in the post-conference opin¬ 
ion polls, which showed a seven-point 
gain. He said this position would gain 
momentum with the Autumn Statement 
and put the party in a stronger position 
to win a fourth term of office. 

Mr Shaw, MP for Chatham, is a junior 
minister at the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) and Minister for the South East. 

He said of the Prime Minister: “I know 
him privately and see a variety of differ¬ 
ent sides to Mr Brown. 

“I think what I and a lot of other peo¬ 
ple have been saying to him is that he 
needs to ensure that everyone sees the 
different sides. Some of these need to 
come to the fore and they did in his 
speech at conference.” 

Mr Shaw could not attend the 
conference as he was in France on 
Defra business. 


Tories gather in Birmingham 


THE CONSERVATIVE Party 
conference is set to begin today 
in Birmingham. 

Boris Johnson, the Mayor of 
London, will outline his vision 
for the capital, which includes 
the boroughs of Bromley and 
Bexley, on the opening day. 


Greg Clark, the MP for 
Tunbridge Wells and shadow 
charities minister, will be 
speaking at a fringe event 
tomorrow entitled: Can the 
Conservative Party be the 
Party of the Poor?

- will be better able to develop good gover¬ 
nance and economic gains. 

“At the same time we will ensure our activi¬ 
ty supports the aims and goals of the Multi- 
National Force.” 

More than 350 troops will be sent with the 
brigade to Basra, where they will be taking 
part in Operation Telic 13. 

Last month it was announced that a further 
detachment of 170 soldiers from B Company 
1PWRR will deploy to Afghanistan for six 
months with the Royal Marines. 

Challenges 

Brig Beckett said of Operation Telic 13: “We 
are in no doubt that there will be challenges 
ahead of us. The training we are conducting 
now will be hard but realistic so we can face 
those challenges and overcome them. 

“It will also prepare us to read the nuances 
of the operational environment so we can 
seize opportunities. 

“In this way, God willing, by the end of our 
tour Basra will have changed once again for 
the better.”

A number of soldiers serving with the bat¬ 
talion received operational awards following 
the tour, including the Conspicuous Gallantry 
Cross to Colour Sergeant James Harkness 
and the Military Cross to 19-year-old Army 
medic Private Michelle Norris. 

Kent on Sunday reporter Jamie McGinnes 
spent time with the Tigers in Afghanistan last 
month, and actor/presenter Ross Kemp has 
also been with them filming a documentary.

A DINOSAUR exhibition at a museum has 
proved a roaring success with more than 
20,000 people attending. 

Tunbridge Wells Museum and Art Gallery, which is run 
by the town’s borough council, said the summer show 
attracted more than double the normal visitor numbers. 

Katrina Burton, audience development officer for the 
museum, said the universal appeal and mystery sur¬ 
rounding the lives of prehistoric creatures had made the 
exhibition such a success. 

“The dinosaur theme appeals to everyone,” she said. 
“They are big, scary and fierce and a bit mystical because 
they were around so long ago. 

“The science part of it appeals because people are inter¬ 
ested in how we can find out more about them, how they 
lived and how they became extinct.” 

Visitors of all ages flocked to The Ballad of Big Al: A 
Walking With Dinosaurs Exhibition, which displayed 
some of the models used in the popular BBC television 
series. 

Fans were able to watch footage from the show, which 
told the story of Big Al, an allosaurus which roamed the 
Earth 145 million years ago. 

The exhibition also marked the 75th anniversary of the 
discovery of iguanodon fossils at High Brooms, near 
Tunbridge Wells. 

“The remains were found in an old brick pit while 
workers were digging clay. They found this huge 
dinosaur,” Ms Burton said. 

“Iguanodons were land-dwelling herbivores. They lived 
in this high Weald area which at the time had a big fresh¬ 
water lake.” 

The distinguishing feature of the creatures is thumb 
spikes, which experts believe could have been used as 
defence against predators, she said. 

Two thigh bones and a section of backbone from an 
iguanodon were discovered in 1933. They are thought to 
be 136 million years old. 

“It is quite a significant find, especially for this country

because there are not that many dinosaur remains dis¬ 
covered in Britain,” Ms Burton added. 

Cllr James Scholes, borough council portfolio holder for 
communities, said many families had been to the exhibit 
several times. 

“The museum is an important resource for attracting 
visitors,” he said. “That so many people visited through¬ 
out July and August proves the exhibitions selected are 
exactly what people are interested in.”

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KCC investments 
‘will consider 
UN ethics code’ 


KENT County Council has 
agreed to consider more carefully 
in future whether it should invest 
in “unethical” firms, writes Steve 
Knight. 

Finance chiefs came under fire last year 
when the council was accused of pumping 
millions into the tobacco, oil and arms indus¬ 
tries. 

But following an 18-month campaign by 
the Kent Green Party and other pressure 
groups, including Unison and the Campaign 
Against Arms Trade, KCC has now agreed to 
include the United Nations’ “principles of 
responsible investment” into its investment 
policies. 

Stuart Jeffery, prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Maidstone and the Weald, was 
pleased with the decision. 

He said: “This represents a small but wel¬ 
come step in the right direction to bring 
ethics into KCC’s investments. 

“The groups campaigning to clean up the 
council’s policies have clearly had an impact 
but the council still needs to go further. 

“The UN’s principles of responsible invest¬ 
ment increase the openness of investments 
and ensure ethics are at least considered by 
KCC, which is great in itself. 

“Sadly, the council maintains its stance 
that financial considerations outweigh all 
others, so we will continue to ask them to dis- 
invest from the obvious unethical industries, 


such as arms and tobacco.” 

The cash invested by KCC comes from the 
£2.6 billion Kent Pension Fund, which is for 
40,000 public sector workers. About £2 bil¬ 
lion of that is in stocks and shares. 

A Freedom of Information Act request from 
the Greens showed that £13.9 million of the 
shares were in BAE Systems, which deals 
with the military industry. A further £10.1 
milli on was invested in British American 
Tobacco and £39 million in Shell. 

Last year, head of financial services Nick 
Vickers defended KCC’s investment policy by 
saying companies chosen by any other 
method than how good a return they would 
make could result in a hike in council tax. 

Despite KCC now agreeing to consider the 
ethics of investing, Mr Jeffery said he was 
not hopeful of any great changes. 

He said: “The worry is that the UN’s prin¬ 
ciples will just be treated as something writ¬ 
ten on a piece of paper that isn’t very impor¬ 
tant. But I hope it will be taken seriously.” 

Deputy leader, Cllr Alex King, confirmed 
KCC’s superannuation fund committee had 
agreed to endorse the UN principles. 

But he defended the firms currently being 
invested in, adding that “any decision to 
exclude categories of company would be in 
breach of our legal financial responsibility to 
the taxpayer”.

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
needs to learn a thing or two 
about Kent’s landscape, says 
county council leader and fellow 
Tory, Paul Carter. 

Mr Johnson angered residents, environ¬ 
mentalists and politicians alike this week 
when he suggested a new airport on an 
artificial island off Sheppey could be the 
answer to overcrowding at Heathrow. 

Cllr Carter has criticised similar propos¬ 
als in the past and says there is “no hope” of 
such a scheme being implemented. 

He told KOS Media: “I think Mr 
Johnson’s suggestion is a bridge too far. 

“All the mist and fog in the autumn and 
the wind and potential flood problems in 
the winter would make Sheppey entirely 
unsuitable for an airport. 

“A much better solution would be to 
expand Manston airport and bring much- 
needed prosperity to the east of the county. 

“We are making our views known to Mr 
Johnson’s office but the sooner we get 
together the better. 

“I don’t think he even knows where 
Manston is, so clearly needs educating 
about it. I find it very frustrating when he 
says things like this and we obviously need 
to have a chat.” 

Cllr Carter said he did not expect to be 
able to speak to Mr Johnson at the Tory 
party conference, which starts this week¬ 
end, but added he would at one of two meet¬ 
ings the pair will attend next month. 

Mr Johnson’s comments also angered 
members of KCC’s Labour group, who say 
the mayor is trying to placate west London 
voters opposed to the growth of Heathrow. 

Shadow cabinet spokesman Cllr Roger 
Truelove described it as “another barmy 
Tory proposal”. 

He added: “Mr Johnson is clearly putting 
London first and is showing a complacent 
disregard for Kent. 

“The notion an airport could be built in 
the Thames Estuary and then linked some¬ 
how to the high-speed domestic train serv¬ 
ice from Sittingboume is schoolboy think¬ 
ing. The investment overheads at a time of

cost pressures on the whole air passenger 
industry are truly prohibitive. Kent has 
insufficient commercial and passenger hin¬ 
terland to justify a London airport. 

“All logic suggests the obvious location for 
growth, if it is really necessary, is to the 
west of London. 

“What strikes me as truly disturbing is 
that the Mayor of London can make these 
sorts of remarks with, presumably, no con¬ 
sultation with his colleagues in Kent.” 

According to the RSPB, the Thames 
Estuary has one of the biggest collections of 
special protection areas in Europe and is 
used by about 300,000 migratory birds. 

South East director Chris Corrigan said 
to build an airport in it would potentially be 
“the single biggest piece of environmental 
vandalism” ever perpetrated in the UK. 

He added: “Mr Johnson doesn’t seem to 
have grasped UK law that before you 
destroy a protected habitat you have to 
recreate it somewhere else first. 

“How do you recreate massive areas of 
the Thames Estuary? And even then he 
would have to prove there is no alternative 
site for the expansion anywhere else. It’s 
just ludicrous. 

‘We have been here before and the facts 
remain the same - the idea of an airport in 
the Thames Estuary is a total non-starter.” 
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An airport off 
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Archbishop leads 
attack on greed 
as markets reel 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury has attacked 
City traders after global financial markets 
were plunged into crisis. 

Dr Rowan Williams, writing in the Spectator 
magazine on Friday, warned of the dangers of 
“unbridled capitalism”. 

“It is no use pretending the financial world 
can maintain indefinitely the degree of exemp¬ 
tion from scrutiny and regulation that it has 
got used to,” he wrote. 

His comments come as another senior figure 
in the Church of England, the Archbishop of 
York, called traders who cashed in on falling 
prices “bank robbers and asset strippers”. 

Dr John Sentamu was speaking to City 
workers at the Worshipful Company of 
International Bankers on Wednesday. 

The remarks come after a week which saw 
four major financial institutions going bank¬ 
rupt or being taken over, including HBOS. 

Dr Sentamu said: “Those who made 
£190million deliberately underselling HBOS 
shares, in spite of its strong capital base, are 
clearly bank robbers and asset strippers.”

Healthcare warning as 
shake-up fails scrutiny 





POLITICIANS have rejected plans to reorganise 
hospital services - despite a warning from health 
bosses that the system cannot cope. 


The proposals, which would 
lead to major changes in the way 
healthcare is provided in north 
Kent and south-east London, 
include cutting A&E and four 
other units, including maternity, 
at Queen Mary’s Hospital 
Sidcup (QMS). 

A Picture of Health, the NHS 
organisation leading the pro¬ 
gramme, said change was essen¬ 
tial because none of the hospital 
trusts was meeting clinical guid¬ 
ance. 

The proposals, which affect 
QMS, Princess Royal University 
Hospital in Famborough, Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich, 
and University Hospital 
Lewisham, have met with tough 
opposition locally. 

The joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee, which 
includes elected members from 
Bromley, Bexley, Lewisham and 
Greenwich councils, referred the 
reconfiguration to Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson at a 
meeting on September 10. 

A spokesman for A Picture of 
Health said: “The referral to the 
Secretary of State will delay us 
making improvements to hospi¬ 
tal services. We will undertake a 
clinical risk assessment to miti¬ 
gate any impacts of the delay.” 

Michael Chuter, chairman of 
the joint primary care trust com¬ 
mittee, told the councils commit¬ 
tee before the meeting that 
changes to services would 
reduce avoidable deaths and dis-

ability and improve outcomes 
for mothers and babies. 

He warned that delaying the 
changes would have the oppo¬ 
site effect. Cllr Sharon Massey, 
cabinet member for health at 
Bexley council, said the public 
consultation process had been 
“flawed” and the NHS had not 
listened to local opinions. 

“The decision was driven by 
finance, because QMS does not 
have a private finance initiative 
and we did not feel it was good 
for the health and wellbeing of 
Kent residents,” she said. 

Responding to fears over 
patient safety caused by the 
delays, she said: “We are not con¬ 
trolling the timetable of the 
implementation. Why was it not 
done years ago?” 

All four trusts are in financial 
deficit and all the hospitals, 
apart from QMS, are locked into 
PFI contracts, meaning down¬ 
sizing their facilities would be 
almost impossible. 

Cllr Massey said: “We 
acknowledge there is a need for 
change but we do not want to 
lose vital services.” 

John Hemming-Clark, who 
lives in Chislehurst, has been 
leading a campaign to save 
QMS, which stands to lose its 
intensive care unit, obstetrics 
and paediatrics in-patient

departments but gain a 24-hour 
urgent care service. He said: “The 
further one has to travel in an 
emergency, the more likely the 
risk of mortality. Taking patients 


out of the QMS and putting them 
in other local hospitals will cause 
a strain on services.” 

However, managers at Darent 
Valley Hospital in Dartford, 
which would take on some of the 
extra workload, said they were 
confident it could cope. 

The NHS said the proposals 
would take three years to be 
implemented and by then all the 
hospitals would be equipped to 
cope with the extra patients.

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Auctioneer Tony Pratt said other items 
from the anonymous owner’s collection were 
also sold, but none for as much as the vases, 
which he bought more than 25 years ago. 

He added: “Apparently it’s very unusual to 
find a pair decorated in the manner they 
were. The guide price for them was between 
£700 and £1,000, but there was a lot of inter¬ 
est and they eventually sold for £6,800.” 

Bom in 1718, Giles was also a decorator of 
glass who created gilt and enamelled objects 
such as decanters and perfume bottles. 

In about 1756 he rented a workshop with a 
kiln in Kentish Town and a few years later 
started a showroom, seemingly with the sup¬ 
port of the Worcester porcelain factory. 

He built up a sizeable business selling his 
wares to royalty and the aristocracy, includ¬ 
ing Princess Amelia and the Duke of 
Northumberland, but he lacked business 
acumen and was declared bankrupt in 1774. 

Giles took so long settling some customers’ 
accounts that many did not pay up until 
after his death six years later, and only then 
under pressure from the creditors. 

Today his work is sought avidly, although it 
is often difficult to identify due to the lack of 
any signatures or marks. 

The vases sold in Canterbury were deco¬ 
rated with moulded flower-head finials and 
enamelled in colours with floral sprays with¬ 
in blue-lined and gilt borders. Mr Pratt said 
they are now the property of an unnamed 



international dealer. 

He added: “The owner was not at the auc¬ 
tion but one of his friends was and he was 
delighted. The vases attracted big competi¬ 
tion from a number of dealers, all of whom 
were representing clients interested in 
adding them to their collection.” 

The auction was also notable for the large 
amount of bidding by private buyers and col¬ 
lectors. Eighty-four people registered to bid 
by telephone for some of the near-600 lots on 
offer, with calls being made from as far afield 
as North America, Malaysia and Australia.

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Heavy fines await landlords who ignore ‘green’ regulations

HARD-up landlords have been 
warned against risking a run-in 
with the law by failing to obtain 
energy performance certificates 
for their properties. 

The document, which lets potential ten¬ 
ants know how much a home will cost to 
heat and light, forms 
part of the home 
information pack 
(HIP) and will 
become compulsory 
from October 1. 

However, Erith- 
based domestic ener¬ 
gy assessor Tony 
Skinner believes 
many landlords may 
avoid paying out for 
the certificates, which 
cost about £70 a time. 

He said: “I had a 
landlord tell me he 
was really frightened because he had nearly 
200 properties. 

“With clients like him I would obviously 
offer a discount, but he said he couldn’t 
afford the £4,000 to £5,000 bill. 

“He asked what would happen if he didn’t 
get the certificates, and I explained he 
would receive a £200 fine for each property. 

“But I think he has decided to take that 
risk and is running the gauntlet with the 
law. It’s not something I would recommend

because it’s definitely going to be policed. 

“It’s the same with car tax. Some people 
risk not paying for it but get found out in the 
end.” 

Trading since April under the company 
name Wayland, Mr Skinner visits properties 
before drawing up energy performance cer¬ 
tificates for them. 

He also suggests ways landlords can make 
homes more energy-efficient, such as by 
installing double glazing and loft insulation. 

Mr Skinner said: “The certificates will be 
handy for potential buyers and tenants to 
see how much it is going to cost to heat and 
light the property, especially if they are on a 
budget. But they’re also important in terms 
of making a property greener and reducing 
its carbon footprint.” 

Mr Skinner added that even though the 
credit crunch was hitting many people hard, 
he felt landlords should not be too con¬ 
cerned. He said: “I’m getting by because 


there are a couple of estate agents who use 
my services regularly, but the number of 
HIPs has definitely gone down. I’m not 
doing a fraction of what I used to. 

“But in the current climate, where more 
people are renting than buying, landlords 
should soon see the money start rolling in.” 

Communities and local government 
spokesman Oliver Whitney-Coates said it 
would not be wise for people to attempt to 
avoid paying for energy performance certifi¬ 
cates. 

“Landlords who get caught out will have 
to pay a £200 fine per property, and they will 
also still have to pay for the certificates,” he 
said. “It will be good for tenants to find out 
how green a property is before they decide 
whether to move in or not.” 
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Trial run on A20 
aimed at easing 
Stack pressure 

KENT Police have approved plans to trial a 
temporary holding area on the A20 for freight 
waiting to use the Port of Dover, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The scheme is aimed at cutting congestion in 
Dover as well as complementing Operation 
Stack, which is being used intermittently as 
the docks cope with extra traffic as a result of 
the Channel Tunnel fire. 

The system will be used this weekend, 
between the Court Wood and Aycliffe round¬ 
abouts on the coastbound stretch of the A20, 
on Sunday afternoon. 

If successful, it will be introduced from next 
week whenever phase one of Operation Stack 
is implemented. This is when freight traffic is 
held between junctions 11 and 12 on the coast- 
bound section of the M20. 

Up to 400 lorries will be held on the nearside 
lane of the A20, with the outside lane remain¬ 
ing open to other traffic. A 50mph speed limit 
will be enforced. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “Any traffic management causes some 
disruption, but we are trying to minimise the 
effect of peak freight demand for services to 
the continent. We hope queuing on the A20 
will help relieve the serious congestion seen 
when freight is trying to get into the port. 

“It should also allow us to work more close¬ 
ly with the ferry operators to make sure serv¬ 
ices are loaded to capacity. This particularly 
applies during peak freight periods.” 

Police hope the system will help in avoiding 
the use of phase two of Operation Stack, which 
runs between junctions 8 and 9 of the M20.

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Declaration calls 
for equal rights 

THE Green Party’s MEP for Kent has 
helped launch a resolution demanding 
equal recognition of civil partnerships in 
European Union law. 

Dr Caroline Lucas, the European repre¬ 
sentative for the South East, has co-spon¬ 
sored a Written Declaration, which is simi¬ 
lar to an Early Day Motion in the House of 
Commons, with four other Euro-MPs. 

The politicians are urging that changes 
should be made in the EU Citizens 
Directive and Charter of Fundamental 
Rights to give people in same-sex partner¬ 
ships equal status to heterosexual couples. 

“The EU is committed to its citizens’ free¬ 
dom of movement and to the rights of indi¬ 
viduals to live without discrimination on 
the grounds of sexual orientation. 

“Yet the current law has caused difficul¬ 
ties for same-sex couples who have 
attempted to move between European 
states, especially when it comes to matters 
such as inheritance tax. 

‘We need to establish a Europe-wide con¬ 
sensus on the issue of same-sex partner¬ 
ships, in which member states recognise 
such unions as lawful and deserving of 
equal rights of movement to those in het¬ 
erosexual unions,” Dr Lucas said. 

She said existing human rights law, 
asserting that everyone is bom free and 
equal, prohibiting discrimination and inter¬ 
ference with privacy, family and home life, 
means the parliament had a responsibility 
to ensure gay couples were treated fairly 
and were not discriminated against. 

The resolution needs to be signed by more 
than half of all MEPs if it is to be passed as 
the parliament’s official position. 


Hospital future 
secured with 
£3.6m upgrade 


FACILITIES at the Royal 
Victoria Hospital in 
Folkestone are to be 
upgraded after the sign¬ 
ing of a £3.6 million con¬ 
tract. 

The nurses’ home will be 
improved and existing services 
such as the walk-in centre will 
now be protected by the invest¬ 
ment. 

Work on the hospital is set to 
start soon, following the deal 
reached by East Kent Hospitals 
NHS Trust and Canterbury- 
based Cardy Constmction. 

When work is completed, the 
Victorian part of the hospital will 
be sold off to save an annual cost 
of £1.2 million, which the tmst 
pays in security, cleaning, rates 
and VAT. 

A deal was signed last week by 
NHS Tmst director of facilities 
Howard Jones and constmction 
boss Michael Stannard. 

A spokeswoman for the tmst 
said: “This is very good news for

Gene map volunteers 
to trace blood lines 


THE people of Ashford are being 
asked to take part in ground¬ 
breaking project that could 
reveal the mysteries of the coun¬ 
try’s genetic make-up, writes Ed 
Hill. 

It is all part of the People of the 
British Isles Project, which is 
being carried out by geneticists 
at Oxford University. 

Those wishing to take part, 
however, have to conform to a 
particular family background. 

All four grandparents have to 
have been bom in the same 
rural parish or a locality within 
a 40-mile radius of each other. 

This will make the volunteer a 
good genetic representative of 
the area. The project is looking to 
collect 3,500 blood samples from 
across the UK 

Tammy Day, from the project, 
said: “Because everyone is so 
much more mobile these days, it 
is quite rare to find people who 
fit the criteria we need. We need 
the people to come from fairly 
settled communities. 

“Ashford is a good area 
because it has many established 
rural communities.” 

Kent is an important region for 
the study. Invading Anglo- 
Saxons had a big impact on the 


county, as did the Normans. 
There has long been a strong 
sense of local identity which has 
maintained communities with a 
distinct history. 

The genetic map produced by 
the project will be used to help 
scientists understand the sus¬ 
ceptibility of people to common 
diseases such as cancer or dia¬ 
betes. It will also help to get a 
better understanding of the 
impact that people such as the 
Vikings and Anglo-Saxons had 
in creating our genetic make-up. 

The study is anonymous. No 
individual DNA results will be 
printed and names will not be 
put on the samples. Volunteers 
will be kept informed about the 
progress of the research through 
newsletters. 

The collection is at 
Willesborough windmill on 
Tuesday from 5pm-7pm, fol¬ 
lowed by a lecture about the 
project. Volunteers have to be 
aged 18 or over. To arrange an 
appointment and find out more, 
contact Ms Day on 01865 863819 
from 9am to 8pm.

The website looked at how many resi¬ 
dents there were for every “upper-class” 
business or organisation, including yacht 
clubs, chauffeur companies and tailors. 

Towns which rank below Tunbridge Wells 
on the ‘top of the toffs’ league table include 
Slough, Camden and Cambridge. 

Big scalps 

Website chairman Tony Martin said: 
“Tunbridge Wells fought off stiff competi¬ 
tion to finish in second place. 

“The Georgian spa town claimed some big 
scalps - Kensington and Chelsea not least. 

“But with residents including wine expert 
Jilly Goolden, it’s no wonder Tunbridge 
Wells is part of the upper crust.” 

According to LocalLife, there are 2,255 
residents per upper-class business in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Westminster has 1,162, while third- 
placed Slough has 2,269. Each town is 
ranked relative to population size. 

Tunbridge Wells MP Greg Clark said he 
was ‘Very surprised” to see his constituency 
placed so highly. 


He added: “From my experience of the 
town I would say it is much more down-to- 
earth than its reputation suggests. It’s a 
delightful place and has many things going 
for it, but it’s not impossibly grand. 

“Its friendliness is one of its many 
charms. It’s not as if all you see driving past 
are Rolls-Royces.” 

According to LocalLife, seven of the towns 
in its top 10 - including Tunbridge Wells - 
also feature in the top 25 local authorities 
for average gross weekly earnings. 

The 2007 survey of hours and earnings, 
carried out by the Office for National 
Statistics, says a typical Tunbridge Wells 
resident earns £606 a week. 

Meanwhile, Barrow-in-Furness in 
Cumbria is ranked as the most working- 
class town in the UK due to its high num¬ 
ber of chip shops, working men’s clubs, 
trade unions, bookmakers and greyhound 
tracks. 

Crewe, Doncaster and Manchester also 
feature in the list, which does not include 
any Kent towns. 

Last month MoveMe.com ranked 
Tunbridge Wells the most popular destina¬ 
tion for householders, many of whom are 
moving from London. 

However, earlier this month the Ministry 
of Justice revealed the town had experi¬ 
enced a 22 per cent rise in repossession 
orders. 

Experts blamed the increase on the high 
cost of properties in the town, leading to 
some buyers borrowing more than they 
could afford to repay.

What’s the purpose of your role? 

My job is to oversee the planning and 
construction of highway improvement 
schemes, to make sure that they’re running 
smoothly and deal with any problems that 
may arise. 

How does your working day normally begin? 
Ensuring that all planned activities are 
underway and that the crews are aware of 
their duties for the day. 

What does an average day normally entail? 
Every day is slightly different because of the 
nature of my work, but I do usually have an 
update each morning with the site teams. 
The update is important so I can deal with 
any issues that may have arisen from the 
previous day. It also gives me the chance to 
make sure that works are progressing to 
schedule and identify any potential delays 
before they happen. 

I carry out a number of site visits during the 
week to make sure that schemes are being 
carried out to the programme and that the 
crews are working safely, as well as 
considering the safety of the public. 


Ask the right questions and save 
yourself a skip full of trouble 


Most of us will need to hire a skip at some point in our lives, whether it’s for 
a spring-clean, building waste or after a garden clear-out. 

It sounds like a simple process and if you’ve already hired a skip, you hopefully 
had a good experience with a professional, licensed waste collector. 
Unfortunately, that isn’t always the case and with so many companies out 
there, it’s difficult to choose the right one. 

So what do you need to know? As a starting point, you should make sure 
that you call more than one company for a quote - a good company should 
give you a full quote over the phone, tell you what time it will be dropped 
off and collected and they won’t insist on cash payment to the driver. 

You also need to know that skips are regulated by the Highways Act 1980 
to protect the safety of all highway users. Skip suppliers are responsible 
for obtaining a permit to place a skip on the highway, but, as the customer, 
you should always check that they have the necessary permit before they 
deliver the skip. If it’s placed on the highway, the skip must be clearly and 
indelibly marked with the owner’s name and telephone number. All skips 
require at least three traffic cones on 
the approaching side to guide traffic 
past and during the hours of darkness, 
in poor daytime visibility or bad weather, 
flashing amber road lamps must be 
placed at each corner. If your local council 
is called out to make a skip safe with 
lamps, the charge will end up coming 
your way! 


Skips on the highway can’t contain any 
flammable or explosive materials and 
the contents need to be covered or 
damped down to prevent anything 
spilling onto the highway. 

You can find out more from our website 
at www.kent.gov.uk/highways but 
asking a few careful questions will 
make sure that your skip experience 
is a good one. 


What’s the worst aspect of your job? 

It’s definitely has to be carrying out site visits 
in the wind and the rain! 


What’s the most rewarding aspect of your job? 
I really enjoy working as part of a team to 
produce good quality improvement schemes 
on time and within budget. 


Can you give any examples of the 
challenges you face? 

Not knowing what each day is going to throw 
at me is a challenge itself! Despite careful 
planning, there will always be unforeseen 
challenges with construction such as 
discovering an unlisted service pipe that we 
hadn’t planned for, or voids in the ground 
structure when we start excavating. 
Sometimes designs don’t 
quite work when 
they’re actually being 
put into practice and 
we have to adapt 
our plans to make 
sure that the best 
possible solution 
is used.

own records and the proper details have been 
recorded by the village historian, the church is 
unable to make any physical changes to the 
gravestones without approval from a member 


of the family” Mr Franklin has gathered many 
documents in his quest for information and 
thought he had struck gold when he managed 
to find a 1984 address for Mr Lawrence’s 


nephew Mark. 

However, upon visiting the address in 
Woking, Surrey, Mr Franklin was disappoint¬ 
ed to learn the man he was looking for had 
moved by 1990. 

He said: “I would be delighted if I can find 
some relatives of the couple. 

“If I do manage to track any down and they 
tell me they’re not interested, then that would 
be fine. At least Ill have tried.” 

According to a newspaper article reporting 
Mrs Lawrence’s funeral, all those who worked 
at her family’s shoe shop in Maidstone High 
Street were in attendance. 

The Thorpes were well known and liked 
throughout the town, and were regularly 
involved in the running and organisation of 
public events.

George and Pamela Lawrence (nee 
Thorpe) had been married just five months 
when the latter, who was a senior cipher 
clerk in the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force, 
died in a plane crash in January 1943. 

Her husband was killed in similar cir¬ 
cumstances just over a year later. 

The couple are remembered in the form of 
graves and on a war memorial at Holy 
Cross Church, Bearsted, although Mr 
Lawrence’s age is a year out and his wife’s 
date of death is also incorrect. 

Gravesend resident John Franklin, 69, 
stumbled across the mistakes during a visit 
to the graveyard four years ago and made it 
his mission to have them corrected. 

He said: “It’s become something of an 
obsession for me. I just woke up one morn¬ 
ing and decided something had to be done 
about it. 

Sacrifice 

“Their story is quite a sad one as they got 
married, went off to war and both died not 
long after. 

“I think for what they did for our country 
they deserve to be remembered under the 
correct information.” 

Mrs Lawrence’s gravestone lists her date 
of death as January 10, 1943, even though 
the war memorial nearby reads January 
16. 

Mr Franklin believes the explanation 
may be as simple as scruffy handwriting on 
the headstone instructions, with poor arith¬ 
metic possibly to blame for Mr Lawrence’s 
age not matching up with the dates of his 
birth and death. 

He was 28 when the plane he was travel¬ 
ling in went missing over the Bay of 
Bengal, but the grave says he was 27. 

Mr Franklin said: “It just struck me that 
the least that could be done, given their 
ultimate sacrifice, was to correct this erro¬ 
neous information. 

“In this the church has been fully sup¬ 
portive. But while they have corrected their

A BABY black-and-white colobus 
monkey has joined the 28-strong 
troop at a Kent animal park. 

The primates are bom white in 
colour but soon develop their beau¬ 
tiful monotone coats, which still 
make them a target for hunters in 
the wild. 

Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
near Ashford, has two sub-species 
of the monkey, which are kept as 
separate breeding units. 

Simon Jeffery, head of primates, 
said: “In the past decade we have 


had more than 40 births of colobus 
monkeys, with 23 arrivals in the 
last six years. 

“This many births reflect a happy 
troop of monkeys and the fact that 
we are on the right track with our 
breeding and conservation pro¬ 
gramme.” 

Western and central Africa - 
from Cameroon across to Uganda - 
is the colobus monkeys natural 
habitat. 

The name comes from a Greek 
word meaning ‘mutilated’, which 
refers to the fact the species have 
very short thumbs or none at all. 

Mr Jeffery said this was probably 
an adaptation to help with eating 
habits and stripping foliage. 

He said the main threat to the 
species, apart from loss of habitat 
through deforestation, was hunting 
for their spectacular pelts, which 
are still traded in large numbers.

Gateway to unity

PLANS to transform the 
Thames Gateway into a 
thriving economic centre 
have taken a big step for¬ 
ward with the launch of an 
ambitious plan. 

The Economic Development 
Investment Plan was unveiled by the 
South East’s three regional develop¬ 
ment agencies - including the South 
East England Development Agency 
(Seeda), which is leading the redevel¬ 
opment of the Thames Gateway’s 
Kent sector. 

The joint commitment, which also 
includes the London Development 
Agency (LDA), the East England 
Development Agency and the 
Department of Communities and 
Local Government, may ward off crit¬ 
icism that the project will be hin¬ 
dered by the lack of a single leading 
developer. 

A report by the House of Commons 
Public Accounts Committee had 


warned that “it will remain a series 
of disjointed projects and is unlikely 
to achieve its full potential”. 

Rachel Clark, of the LDA, said: 
“This is the first time there has been 
a coherent investment plan for the 
whole of the Thames Gateway by all 
three agencies.” 

The agencies also moved to allay 
fears that the credit crunch and eco¬ 
nomic downturn will mean private 
developers won’t build the promised 
houses. Ms Clark said: “It’s a long¬ 
term plan - 10,15, 20 years ahead - 
and we can’t guess the market condi¬ 
tions then.” 

A Department of Communities and 
Local Government official said: 
‘We’ve set these targets and will 
stand by them.” 

Ebbsfleet Valley, between 
Gravesend and Dartford, has been 
identified as one of four key develop¬ 
ment zones. The commercial centre 
will focus around Ebbsfleet 
International station, which will pro¬ 
vide high-speed rail links to London 
and continental Europe. 

Of the 225,000 jobs and 160,000 
homes planned in the gateway as a 
whole, 10,000 jobs and 20,000 homes 


are earmarked for Ebbsfleet Valley. 

Efforts are being made to manage 
the environmental impact of the proj¬ 
ect, which is the single largest regen¬ 
eration in north-west Europe. 

The Thames Gateway Institute for 
Sustainability aims to make the area 
the UK’s first eco-region. A research 
and development centre in Dartford 
will concentrate on low-impact build¬ 
ings and low-impact communities. 

Housing Minister Caroline Flint 
said: “It demonstrates how economic 
growth and environmental sustain¬ 
ability can work together.” 

A design pact has been drawn up 
by the Government’s architectural 
advisor to ensure everyone involved 
sticks to standards of sustainability. 

The Commission for Architecture 
and the Built Environment (CABE) 
will launch the pact in November. 

CABE chief executive Richard 
Simmons said: “Government back¬ 
ing, and a commitment by all those 
signing it, will make this the 
strongest set of design standards yet 
for regeneration on this scale.”

AFTER the brutal murder of Thomas 
Becket in 1170 and his swift canoni¬ 
sation a few years later, thousands of 
pilgrims flocked to his shrine in 
Canterbury Cathedral from Europe. 

The king, Henry II, built a grand palace nearby 
at Dover Castle to accommodate the royal fami¬ 
lies, emperors and other high-ranking and pres¬ 
tigious worshippers who visited the tomb of the 
martyred archbishop. 

English Heritage is now set to transform the 
castle’s Great Tower, which is one of the largest 
and most elaborate keeps ever constructed, to 
evoke its grandeur and opulence in the 1180s 
as part of a £5 million investment programme 
at the site. 

Paul Pattison, senior historian for the organisa¬ 
tion, said: “It sits on the edge of England. 

“Henry also had massive amounts of property 
on the Continent, he himself was from 
Anjou, which was then a separate state but is 
now in France.

Investment to transform keep 


“It was huge - almost an empire. The castle 
was an emblem of royal power, visible to all 
who visited.” 

He explained that as people began to arrive 
in droves at Dover from the Continent to visit 
the shrine, the king also built the Great 
Tower out of embarrassment that there was 
nowhere for his fellow monarchs and their 
entourages to stay. 

“It was made into suites of palatial accom¬ 
modation,” Mr Pattison added. 

Tracey Wahdan, visitor operations director 
for the South East, compared the 12th centu¬ 
ry pilgrimage of the faithful to the annual 
Hajj to Mecca the home of the Kaaba shrine, 
which is the most holy place in Islam. 

“Just after he was murdered there were lots 
of reports about miracles happening at his 
tomb,” she said. 

“A huge amount of people came and Henry 
wanted to capitalise on that and make sure 
he treated the kings and queens with the 
utmost respect. 

“It [the castle] is thought of as just a 
medieval fortress but as we researched it we 
realised it was a great palace.” 

Henry II, who history has firmly linked with 
Becket’s death, was once a close friend of the 
archbishop before power struggles between 
the Church and state tore them apart. 

“There was a political element to it. A lot of 


people thought he was to blame for the arch¬ 
bishop’s death but Becket was also his best 
friend and they had a close relationship so he 
wanted to capitalise on that and may have 
been trying to turn it to his advantage,” Ms 
Wahdan said. 

Dover Castle already attracts more than 
300,000 visitors a year, making it the second 
most popular of English Heritage’s sites after 
Stonehenge. 

However, a recent decline in visitor num¬ 
bers has prompted a revamp of the site. 

Experts 

English Heritage has brought in a wealth of 
specialists including historians, a 20-strong 
team of researchers, craftspeople, artists and 
conservation experts to recreate the court of 
Henry II and transform the interiors of the 
three-floor tower. 

Visitors to the castle from next August will 
be able to see the King’s Hall, which con¬ 
tained his throne, the King’s Chamber where 
he would have slept, the Great Hall where 
Henry and his entourage would have eaten 
and the Guest Chamber, which important 
guests would have slept in. 

Ms Wahdan explained why the current 
exhibition on Henry VIII was being replaced, 
she said: “I suppose because a lot of people ‘do’ 
Henry VIII and the exhibition is quite tired

now and he made quite a short visit to Dover. 

“But Henry II was like the Roman emper¬ 
or - he was hugely powerful, owning most of 
France and all of England. 

“He was the leader of a great dynasty. 
There are no other castles that will actually 
show that period of sumptuous wall hang¬ 
ings and beautifully carved furniture.” 

English Heritage even plans to recreate 
the smells of the medieval palace with 
cooking in the kitchens and the lighting 
will be made authentic through huge open 
burning fires.

Contraceptive iab to curb growing numbers

THE UK’s largest population of 
wild boar, on the border between 
Kent and East Sussex, may be 
under threat. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) has commissioned 
the testing of contraceptive injections on a 
smaller wild boar population in the Forest 
of Dean, Gloucestershire, as a “more 
humane” way to curb growing numbers. 

Although a Defra spokeswoman 
wouldn’t confirm the infertility vaccines 
were to be applied to the Kent popula¬ 
tion, estimated at 200 wild boar, the trial 
is testing whether the animals experi¬ 
ence any side-effects to the injections, 
with the intention of widening their 
usage to other wild animals and other 
regions of the UK. 

Defra’s Linda Scott said: “It’s not just 
about wild boar, but potentially other 
wild animals too. But it’s not about get¬ 
ting rid of the population.” 

However, a 2005 Defra report con¬ 
tained “eradication of the existing popu¬ 
lations is still considered feasible”. 


farmers are able to shoot them dead with no 
fear of punishment. 

Mrs Scott said: “It’s up to the local commu¬ 
nity to decide - local farmers are perfectly 
entitled to take any means to control them.” 

The animals became extinct in the UK in 
the 17th century. It is popularly believed that 
they re-appeared in the wild after escaping 
from farms during the 1987 storm. 

However, Mr Smith said: “Wild boar have 
been roaming since the 1960s. They are a 
native British species and essential for 
woodland growth and diversity.” 

Debate also rages about whether they are 
an economic resource or a dangerous pest in 


continental Europe. Some 200,000 are killed 
each year in managed hunting forests in 
Germany, while France is the leading wild 
boar farmer in Europe, the meat considered 
an expensive delicacy. 

Defra launched the trial, with testing car¬ 
ried out by the Central Science Laboratory, 
in 2006. The drug being used, Gonadotropin 
Releasing Hormone (GnRH), is known to be 
effective in making the boar infertile - its 
side effects are the subject of the trial. 

The trial is to be extended for a further 
three years before any decision over widen¬ 
ing the immuno-contraception programme 
is taken.

Attacks 

Peter Smith, chief executive of conser¬ 
vation centre the Wildwood Trust, near 
Canterbury, said: “I fear this control by 
immuno-vaccine - people don’t want 
wild boar in the UK.” 

Popular distrust of the animals has 
spread due to reports of attacks on 
humans and livestock, as well as damage 
done to farm fences and crops. Farmers 
also accuse them of spreading diseases 
such as classical swine fever to domestic 
pigs. 

Male wild boars can reach a height of 
up to 40 inches at the shoulder and 
weigh up to 350 pounds. Males are also 
armed with razor-sharp tusks. 

However, Mr Smith said: “Wild boar 
are not dangerous to human beings - 
they are shy and retiring. The amount 
of damage they do cause is tiny.” 

An early onset of sexual maturity, the 
potential to breed more than once a 
yearand the ability to have large Utters of 
up to 12 makes them highly-productive 
animals. 

Without controlling methods, the UK 
population is predicted to rise as the 
amimals have no natural predators here. 

Wildwood Trust is campaigning for 
wild boar’s status to be protected.

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Police bike goes under cover

AN UNMARKED police 
motorcycle is proving to 
be a valuable weapon in 
the fight against speed¬ 
ing drivers in Kent. 

The vehicle helped secure the 
convictions of 84 motorists in the 
first 18 months following its intro¬ 
duction, equating to a near perfect 
success rate. 

Good quality video footage 
recorded from the bike meant 
many of those arrested for 
offences including speeding and 
dangerous and careless driving 
had little choice but to admit 
their crimes. 

The statistics surely delighted 
Kent Chief Constable Mike 
Fuller, who told Kent on Sunday 
two weeks ago how he was an 
enthusiast for technology that can 
help his officers reduce crime. 

Head of roads policing Chief 
Insp Roscoe Walford was also 
pleased with the near-100 per 
cent conviction rate. 

He said: “I would like to think 
the use of the unmarked bike con¬ 
tributed to that great result. 

“In the meantime, I would warn 
motorists to think about the con¬ 
sequences of being caught com¬ 
mitting an offence. 

“At best you risk a fine, ban or 
an increase in insurance premi-

Of the 84 motorists caught, five 
were reported for dangerous driv¬ 
ing, 11 for careless driving and 68 
for speeding. 

Thirty-one of those 68 were 
motorcyclists later referred to the 
Rider Intervention Developing 
Experience (RIDE) scheme, 
which seeks to address why 
some bikers feel the need to 
travel at excessive speeds. 

Cl Walford urged motorists 
to consider their wellbeing and 
that of others, pointing out that 
about two people are killed on 
Kent’s roads every week. 

He added: “Think about the 
consequences to yourself and 
your family of being involved 
in a serious collision. You could 
end up in a wheelchair, killing 
yourself or someone else. 

“We regularly see the conse¬ 
quences of speeding and the lives 
that are wrecked as a result. 

“The message is simple - 
you have nothing to fear if you 
ride and drive within the law, 
but you have plenty to be 
afraid of if you break it. 

“As the video from the 
unmarked bike proves, you 
will be caught and the courts 
will deal with you.” 

Included on the list of con¬ 
victed motorists is a 46-year- 
old man handed three penalty 


points and a £60 fine for reaching 
speeds of up to 90mph along a 
country lane in Mereworth, near 
Maidstone. 

A 47-year-old motorcyclist 
received a two-week ban and a 


£465 fine for riding at 80mph in a 
40mph limit, in Swanscombe. 

The success of the unmarked 
bike in catching offenders such as 
these has convinced Kent Police 
to look into buying another.

CONTROVERSIAL designer and business 
guru Wayne Hemingway this week praised 
some new Kent developments, but lashed out 
at others as being “absolutely foul”. 

The dynamo who launched the Red or 
Dead designer fashion label gave the thumbs 
up to housing developments on Kings Hill, 
The Bridge at Dartford, and St Mary’s Island 
in Medway. 

But some other housing developments in 
the massive Thames Gateway area got a 
tongue lashing when he spoke to an audience 
at KOS Media’s Construction Expo 2008 at 
Chatham Historic Dockyard. 

Showing a picture of a housing develop¬ 
ment in the area he said: “This is absolutely 
foul place-making - places I don’t think 
anybody in here would choose to live or 
bring up their family because they are 
pretty depressing places. 

“You just wonder what the hell are we 
doing? Does anyone aspire to this? Then why 
the bloody hell are we building it? 

“This has all been built in the last five 
years in this thing called the Thames 
Gateway, just look at it - it is unbelievable.” 

Earlier, he said: “It is very important to 
celebrate the local - this government has 
failed to so far and it is down to the councils 
to start doing that.” 

Mr Hemingway said: “Sustainability in 
anywhere where we build is about happi¬ 
ness. If people are happy then they inherent¬ 
ly become sustainable.” 

Showing a picture of a local housing 
development, he said: “At the best it will 
last 30 years, at the worst it might come 
down in 20 years. 

“It will certainly need re-bloody-generation 
money going at it at some stage because any¬ 
one with aspiration or any joy about the good 


things in life will not want to five there.” 

He added: “In a way I’m pleased about the 
current slowdown because it will give us a 
chance to re-evaluate this rush to buy-to-let 
and maybe start re-evaluating why we are 
building development and build houses for 
people to live in, not to invest in.” 

He said The Bridge development, with 
which he had links, had attracted people who 
could be called pioneers, and it had a great 
transport network, the Fastrack bus system. 
But he attacked the lack of good play areas 
elsewhere, especially Ashford. 

Using an image of young men who might 
seem threatening to some, he said: “Can you 
blame hem when we lock them into this kind 
of crap housing development? Five springy 
chickens in a play area for them to play on - 
there’s a simple equation, five springy chick¬ 
ens equals 10 chavs to the power of two.” 

He told KOS Media afterward: “Demand 
more in development, it’s not about numbers, 
it’s about quality. Planners have to have more 
resources, there’s a shortage of skills. 

“I am not saying that all the housing in the 
Thames Gateway is crap, we have got to look 
at the good stuff. 

“Kings Hill, The Bridge and St Mary’s 
Island are places which can set the standard 
but there are far too many large and small 
that don’t come up those standards.” 

More than 100 exhibitors were at the event 
that brought together some of the country’s 
best developers, planners, training providers 
and more for a day of information, idea-shar¬ 
ing and demonstrations. There were a range 
of other expert speakers. 

The event was organised by KOS Media 
in conjunction with the North Kent 
Construction Skills Project (NoKCS) with a 
host of sponsors, such as Medway Council. 
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PCSOs praised 
for saving life 
of bridge man 

THREE police community support 
officers have been praised after they 
saved a man’s life as he fell from a 
bridge over a busy main road. 

The 28-year-old was sitting on the 
railings above the A2 at Canterbury 
when members of the public alerted 
two nearby PCSOs, Trevor Ingram 
and Sam Milton. 

As they rushed to the bridge they 
were joined by fellow community offi¬ 
cer Paul Rigden, police said. 

But as they began talking to the 
“distressed” man, he toppled back¬ 
wards and the PCSOs grabbed hold of 
his legs to stop him falling. 

Mr Rigden said: “His rucksack fell 
off his back and down onto the road 
but we held onto his legs. 

“However, because of the angle we 
were at we could not pull him back up 
until we were helped by officers who 
had arrived at the scene.” 

Police stopped the traffic on the dual 
carriageway during the incident last 
Friday at around 6.30pm after they 
were alerted by the PCSOs. 

Chief Inspector Mark Harrison said: 
“I am sure that their timely interven¬ 
tion saved this man’s life and I have 
nothing but praise for their level-head¬ 
edness and swift action. 

“This was a traumatic incident that 
could have ended very differently had 
it not been for what they did. 

“All three were advised that they 
could retire from duty that day and go 
home and it is further credit to them 
that they chose to stay at work.” 

The man, who is from Canterbury, 
was detained under the Mental 
Health Act and taken to the city’s 
St Martin’s Hospital. 


Author’s quest for history

A FRESH approach to his¬ 
tory is needed if humanity 
is to work together to tack¬ 
le challenges such as cli¬ 
mate change and popula¬ 
tion growth, a Kent author 
has argued. 

Christopher Lloyd, who lives 
near Sevenoaks, is set to launch his 
new book called What on Earth 
Happened? The Complete Story of 
the Planet, Life and People from 
the Big Bang to the Present Day. 

He said: “I thought ‘what book is 
it that I would most like my kids to 
read and read to my kids?’ 

“I came up with a book that could 
take us through the story of the 
past in one volume, illustrated, but 
essentially as a narrative. 

“So much history is served up as 
topics out of chronological context 
so that kids go from the Romans to 
the World War Two and then to the 
Normans,” he said. 

The idea for the book sprang out 
of his experience of educating his 
two daughters at home. 

Mr Lloyd said he was inspired 
when the family took off for four 
months in a camper van around 
Europe for what he described as a 
‘grand tour’, taking in Spain, Italy, 
France and Austria. 

The former Sunday Times jour¬ 
nalist, who had been working as 
chief executive of an education 



software publishing company in 
Oxford before the trip, was in Rome 
when he decided to he wanted to go 
back to writing. 

“It seemed to me during the trip 
that we were absorbed in the coun¬ 
tryside as much as in the culture, 
but history in its traditional sense 
is only about people, which is miss¬ 
ing a trick,” he said. 

The book begins 13.7 billion years 
ago when Earth was bom and is in 
four parts - Mother Nature, the ori¬ 
gins of the universe and life on 
Earth before mankind; Homo 
Sapiens, the evolution of humans 
within the natural world; Settling 
In, the development of a range of 
different human civilisations; and 
Going Global, the “fusion of those 
civilizations and the natural world 
into a global whole”. 

Mr Lloyd believes that focusing

history on only people reinforces 
“historical notions of human 
supremacy”, which underpins 
mankind’s relentless exploitation of 
the Earth’s resources regardless of 
the costs and future consequences. 

He said in the future a different 
approach is needed in which natu¬ 
ral history is as much to do with 
the subject as people because we 
need to understand the resources 
and other species we depend on. 

The author, who read history at 
Cambridge University, spent more 
than a year writing the first draft 
of the 180,000 word accessible epic. 

He researched the material in 
museums, from the Natural 
History Museum to Kew Gardens, 
libraries, the internet, which he 
said made a huge difference mak¬ 
ing finding articles and books much 
quicker, and historians and scien¬ 


tists he got in touch with through 
his work. 

To prove his point that history 
has been splintered into topics and 
chopped up by governments 
through national curriculums, Mr 
Lloyd has put a five-minute history 
quiz on the book’s website. 

More than 2,000 people have 
taken the challenge so far, which 
donates £l-a-go to Friends of the 
Earth and the Resurgence Tmst. 

The survey found 78 per cent of 
people did not know when life on 
Earth began, 60 per cent did not 
know which civilisation built five of 
the seven wonders of the world and 
74 per cent did not know which 
country passed the world’s first Bill 
of Rights. 

Mr Lloyd added: “I’m making 
this donation is to try to help make 
the critical connection between the 
history of the planet, life and peo¬ 
ple and our collective future. 

“If we are to have a global per¬ 
spective on the future, we must 
have a global perspective on histo¬ 
ry and not just think that all that 
matters is the story of man.”

Mr Tull, who was born in 
Folkestone and also lived in Dover, 
was the first black outfield player to 
perform in top-class football, as well 
as being a soldier. 

He was actually the grandson of a 
slave who worked on Caribbean 
sugar plantations. 

But fighting the prevalent 
attitudes of the day, Mr Tull played 
for Tottenham Hotspur and 


PIONEER: Walter Tull was the 
first top-class outfield black 
footballer in the UK. He was

Northampton Town before volun¬ 
teering for the British Army. 

He died in 1918 during a battle on 
the Western Front and despite 
efforts by his troops to bring his 
body back, it was never recovered. 

His football career took off in 1909 
when he signed as a professional for 
Spurs and he experienced for the 
first time spectator racism when his 
team travelled to play Bristol City. 

According to one writer, “a section 
of the spectators made a cowardly 
attack on him in language lower 
than Billingsgate”. 

The article continued: “Let me tell 
those Bristol hooligans that Tull is 


so clean in mind and method as to 
be a model for all white men who 
play football whether they be ama¬ 
teur or professional. In point of abil¬ 
ity, if not actual achievement, Tull 
was the best forward on the field.” 

In October, 1911, Mr Tull moved to 
Northampton Town before joining 
the British Army. 

Despite military regulations for¬ 
bidding “any negro or person of 
colour” being an officer, he received 
his commission in May, 1917. 

On March 25, 1918, 2nd 

Lieutenant Tull was ordered to lead 
his men on an attack on the German 
trenches at Favreuil. 

Soon after entering No Man’s 
Land he was hit by a German bul¬ 
let. But the former footballer was 
such a popular officer that several 
of his men made valiant efforts 
under heavy fire from German 
machine-guns to bring him back to 
the British trenches. He was 29 
years old. 

Since his story was rediscovered 
during investigations into the 
history of those commemorated 
on Dover War Memorial Mr Tull 
has been hailed as a pioneer of 
multi-culturalism. 

Mr Kwei-Armah said: “I want to 
give a voice to a forgotten hero - to 
help present the achievements of 
this great man to a new generation 
makes this project one of the most 
important I have worked on to date.” 

The film will be based on what 
producers BBC4 are calling an 
“imagined period” of Mr Tull’s life. 

It will show him at the battlefront 
and recuperating from trench fever 
prior to undergoing officer training. 

BBC head of drama Kate 
Harwood said: “Kwame has written 
a powerful drama - Walter’s War is 
a bold and moving piece of story¬ 
telling.”

There is no excuse 
for police rudeness 

CLAIMS of policemen and women in Kent 
being rude made up nearly half of all 
complaints against the county’s force 
during 2007-08. 

As the old adage says, ‘manners don’t cost 
a thing’, and it is unacceptable and 
unprofessional if officers are not treating 
everyone they deal with in a civil and 
respectful manner. 

Whether addressing antisocial behaviour 
of troublesome teenagers or the drunken, 
loutish actions of some in town centres at 
the weekend, there can be no excuse for 
police rudeness. Otherwise they sink to the 
level of those they are dealing with. 

Officers should be setting an example and 
incidences of bad behaviour seriously harm 
the force’s relationship with the public. 

Kent Police came under fire this summer 
for use of heavy-handed tactics during the 
Climate Camp for Action at Kingsnorth. 

Politicians and environmentalists 
criticised their ‘excessive use of force’ and 
claimed officers had tried to intimidate 
peaceful campaigners. 

This week, it was announced the county’s 
constabulary is set to pay thousands of 
pounds worth of compensation to animal 
rights campaigners who were protesting 
over live exports from Dover in 2006. 

Proof perhaps that rudeness, or in this 
case, denying people the right to peaceful 
protest, does cost - a lot. 

The force saw the fifth largest increase in 
complaints in England and Wales over the 
past year. If this is because people are 
finding it easier to access the complaints 
process and have more faith in the system 
in Kent then that is to be welcomed. 

But the rise cannot be explained by that 
alone and the force needs to act on the findings 
to bring the number of complaints down.

Spirit of the age 

Ageing p o pulation gives 
opportunity for better care 
savs KCC’s new adult social 

services cabinet member.

MY NEW role at Kent County 
Council as cabinet member for 
adult social services has brought 
feelings of both excitement and 
challenge. 

I see this new responsibility as 
a massive opportunity to really 
contribute to making a difference 
for older and vulnerable people 
across Kent. 

As many people are aware, we 
are facing real changes as the 
baby-boomers of the 1940s and 
1950s move towards retirement 
and we see an increasing number 
of older people. 

This is reflected in Kent as 
much as anywhere else. 
According to a population 
estimate from mid-2007, there 
are now more over-65s in Kent 
than under-15s - and the gap is 
expected to widen. 

Growing 

A third of Kent’s population is 
over 65 and with advances in 
medicine, the ageing population 
is expected to keep growing. It is 
estimated that from 2006 to 2026, 
Kent’s population aged 85 and 
over will increase by 71 per cent, 
while the population as a whole 
will grow by only eight per cent. 

This is, of course, a cause for 
celebration and an opportunity, 
but we also need to make sure the 
resources we have are used as 
effectively as possible. 

For me, that means working 
with partners in the health, 
independent and voluntary 
sectors to give the best service we 
can - and to improve the quality 
of life for those who most need our 
support. The whole focus of adult 


social care in England is going 
through a major change. The 
Government recently launched a 
debate about how care is to be 
organised and paid for in the 
future, along with a drive for a 
more personal way of delivering 
services. I believe one of my key 
roles is to challenge what we do 
and find out how we can be more 
effective. I am pleased to be part 
of an organisation that is always 
looking at ways to innovate, 
especially when the focus is on 
giving people more choice and 
control. 

I have been impressed by two 
practical ways in which social 
care is being transformed in 
Kent. We have pioneered the use 
of new technology, such as 
Telehealth, which has given 
people the chance to manage 
their own conditions at home and 
send the results down the phone 
line to a health professional, 
cutting out visits to GP surgeries 
and hospitals. As important in 
personalising services is direct 
payments, which have now been 
taken up by more than 1,600 


people. Through this system, 
people receive a cash payment for 
the cost of the care they receive 
from social services in the 
community. Some use this to 
employ their own personal 
assistant, or on their own choice 
of activities, or on support to help 
them live independently. 

This is all part of looking at 
what customers want - taking a 
lead more and more from what 
the individual would like to get 
out of day-to-day life. 

Uncertain 

Some people are looking for a 
greater range of services and 
improvements that meet their 
expectations, but I am also aware 
that others are uncertain about 
changes. There is a challenge here 
to show that new opportunities 
can deliver a fuller life 
experience. 

A big and important part of my 
job is communication - making it 
clear that at the heart of adult 
social services there is a 
continued striving to make things 
better, something shown by Kent 



adult social services gaining a 
top, three-star performance 
rating for the last five years. 

I have to look at a bigger picture 
as well. Many of the challenges 
we face are shared by other 
councils across the country and, 
from a political point of view, an 
important part of my role is 
challenging and lobbying central 
government to make sure the 
right level of provision is coming - 
particularly for the care of older 
people, the vulnerable and those 
with learning disabilities. 

Having the right resources 
means we can offer the right 
support so people can stay 
independent and active. 

I am looking forward to being 
part of the way Kent adult social 
services moves forward and to 
being part of a team that always 
strives to make life better. 

I hope that by giving people 
control of their own care and 
making independence a priority, 
we can see quality of life improve 
and make Kent a fantastic place 
for people to live - whatever their 
circumstances.

Airport idea is madness 

The news that London’s Mayor Boris Johnson 
has further backed the idea of a major new 
airport for the UK in the Thames Estuary 
will, I hope, be greeted with massive public 
opposition whether locally, nationally, and 
indeed internationally. Further, I’m sure most 
will agree with Kent County Council’s leader 
Paul Carter, who described the idea as 
“madness”. 

The business case is, in my view, nothing 
more than more jam today, damn tomorrow; 
with its proponants seemingly believing we 
can continue to get away with a bit more ‘me- 
now’ convenience, and our little bit won’t 
make much difference. 

Yes, some jobs might increase in the area, 
but be lost as well as people move away from 
the noise and pollution or fail to visit as 
tourists due to the same. 

The fact is that with climate change 
beginning to accelerate as, for instance, the 
very latest reports about melting of the polar 
ice caps show, and the resulting risk of the 
release of highly dangerous methane, it is 
now well past the time when much greater 
efforts are needed to change the way our 
societies operate and how people travel 
anyway. 

Thus the far greater need to tackle global 
warming means any further airport 
expansions/developments in the UK; and 
locally at Lydd or Manston; must be stopped 
now. 

Indeed the mid-week news of the 
resignation of Zaher Deir, former MD of Lydd 
airport on Romney Marsh - and I wish him 
well in whatever, hopefully rather more eco- 
friendly, projects he moves to -1 think most 
people will see his departure as heralding the 
beginning of the end for that airport’s 
expansion plans. 

Reading between the lines, it would appear 
the board and shareholders have become 
increasingly concerned at the on-going delays 
to the planning applications. I wonder if they 
blamed Mr Deir for this, along with the on¬ 
coming financial recession and the staunch 
majority opposition of residents and groups 
aswell. 


So, they must surely now withdraw these 
non-viable expansion plans and diversify into 
much more eco-friendly alternatives, as with 
the Thames Estuary proposals. 

Any potential jobs at airports can be 
replaced by encouraging localised working 
and telecommunicating businesses/centres, 
along with more facilities for holidaying in 
the UK, with those travelling abroad going 
very largely via surface transport. Such 
facilities are already beginning to happen 
anyway, but need much greater help to 
flourish. 


In my view such initiatives would very 
likely provide much better and lasting eco- 
friendly jobs from now on than encouraging 
more damaging air travel.

Council should listen 

The wishes of the people in Cranbrook are 
overwhelmingly clear. They want a communi¬ 
ty centre on the redundant council office site. 

I hear that from everyone in the town to 
whom I speak. Everyone knows that is the 
case; that it makes sense; that it could be 
done. Everyone, that is, except the leader of 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council, Cllr Roy 
Bullock. Well, I am calling on Cllr Bullock to 
hear the voice of the town, to do what is right 
and to find a way to get a proper community 
centre on the site. 

Unfortunately, up until now, Cllr Bullock 
has chosen to stand alone against a whole 
town. He has chosen to tell 6,000 people he 
knows what’s best for them and has blatantly 
rejected the idea they know what’s best for 
their town. For 18 months he has snubbed, 
until now, the group of Cranbrook citizens 
known as the Weald Centre Group, which 
seeks to restore community facilities to the 
council office site. Instead, Cllr Bullock has 
championed a ridiculous proposal to rebuild 
the library, which will include a token func¬ 
tion room. This is despite a rejection of the 
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idea by more than 95 per cent of the town’s 
people and its dubious suitability in terms of 
location and parking. 

I met Cllr Bullock last week and at that 
meeting he told me he would now meet the 
Weald Centre Group for the first time. I pro¬ 
foundly hope he will not merely go through 
the motions and that he will work with these 
committed citizens to restore community 
facilities that were lost when the offices were 
closed a year and a half ago. 

There is a chance here to show that 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council is going to 
take notice of what people say they want and 
need, as indeed they made clear during the 
council’s own £24,000 consultation process. 
There is a chance to show Tunbridge Wells is 
not a remote authority and a chance to 
change the overwhelming perception it nei¬ 
ther knows nor cares what Cranbrook, 16 
miles away, actually wants. 

I therefore call upon Cllr Bullock to take up 
this chance when the matter comes before 
the cabinet meeting (no cabinet members are 
local to the Cranbrook area) on October 2. 

I say listen and make it happen. Work with 
the Weald Centre Group volunteers and do 
for the town what it wants you to do. They 
will have an open mind about the best way 
forward if you do. Don’t let Cranbrook down.

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Balancing the books may 
be easier than you think 


PAYING your way through univer¬ 
sity can be tough for many of 
today’s students - many work 
part-time while studying and the 
millstone of the student loan hangs 
heavy on many young necks. 

However, shocking numbers of students who 
could be eligible for financial help are unaware 
of just what is available for them. 

Research in the summer by polling company 
YouGov found that three-quarters of young 
people surveyed did not know about eligibility 
for student grants. 

Some 75 per cent did not realise that stu¬ 
dents were entitled to a maintenance grant if 
their household income was under £60,000. 

Maximum 

And only 12 per cent of young people sur¬ 
veyed could correctly identify that they were 
entitled to at least a partial grant if their 
family income fell below £60,000, while almost 
two-thirds (64 per cent) did not guess correct¬ 
ly that the maximum grant was £2,800 and a 
further one in four (28 per cent) did not know 
what they were really entitled to. 

In fact, students from households with 
incomes up to £25,000 qualify for the maxi¬ 
mum grant, and those from a household with 
an income up to £60,005 are entitled to a 
partial grant. 

Maintenance grants are designed to help 
cover the costs of living and accommodation 
and, unlike student loans, do not have to be 


repaid. The independent research, commis¬ 
sioned by the University of Greenwich, also 
revealed that the level of tuition fees was a sig¬ 
nificant factor in decision-making by young 
people. 

A quarter of 16- 18-year-olds would be 
more likely to study at a university that 
offers tuition fees lower than the permitted 
maximum. 


The University of Greenwich says it is one of 
only a handful of universities to offer a lower 
fee for honours degrees: £2,835 rather than 
£3,145. 

Other major findings from the research are: 

• Young people are too gloomy about how 
much student loan repayments will cost. 

They expect a graduate earning the average 
graduate starting salary of £19,000 a year 


would have to repay £150 a month - almost 
five times more than the true figure, which is 
under £30 a month, or less than a pound a day. 

• Seventy-one per cent of young people in 
the survey are worried about getting into debt 
and 58 per cent are worried about the rising 
cost of living. 

• One in four surveyed (22 per cent) mistak¬ 
enly believed that tuition fees needed to be 
paid up front at the beginning of each year. In 
fact, fees can be paid back through student 
loans once a student graduates, starts working 
and can afford it. 

Dr Margaret Noble, Pro Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Greenwich, said: “This is the 
third year that we have carried out this 
research with YouGov. 

“The findings have remained remarkably 
consistent, showing that young people think¬ 
ing about going to university have many mis¬ 
understandings about debt and tuition fees. 

“Greenwich has a fee which is lower than 
most other universities, offering high-quality 
education at an affordable price. 

“Every new student will benefit from paying 
a fee below the maximum. 

“Our aim is to attract students from a wide 
range of backgrounds, invest in their educat¬ 
ion, improve their chances of success and help 
them into good jobs after graduation. 

“Higher education is a great investment in 
your future, which leads to better jobs and 
higher pay.”

Schools pass Balls’ 
exams challenge 


HARD-working pupils and 
teachers are ensuring Kent’s 
schools continue to enjoy 
year-on-year improvements 
in exam results. 

Figures for GCSEs, A levels and 
Sats were all up again this summer, 
with many schools recording large 
increases in the number of students 
achieving the top grades. 

More than 15,000 youngsters aged 
16 took their GCSEs last term, with 
an increase in attainment for the 13th 
year running. 

Estimates show that at least 67.1 
per cent of these will have achieved 
five or more A* to C grades, up 2.2 per 
cent from last year. 

Meanwhile, 50 per cent of pupils 
received five or more A* to C grades 
including maths and English, which is 
an increase of 1.5 per cent. 

Funding 

A number of Kent schools suffered a 
blow to their GCSE exam prepara¬ 
tions when schools secretary Ed Balls 
introduced the ‘national challenge’ for 
schools that had less than 30 per cent 
of pupils achieving five good grades 
including English and maths. 

The schools listed would receive 
extra funding and help, or risk being 
closed down if they did not reach the 
target by the Government’s 2011 
deadline.

However, despite having little 
time to change anything before pupils 
took their exams, a number of schools 
on the fist recorded noticeable im¬ 
provements. 

The Wildemesse School, Sevenoaks, 
(up 17 per cent) and Northfleet 
Technology College (up 15 per cent) 
were among those that jumped above 
the 30 per cent target. 

Several others saw big increases 
and are expected to reach the bench¬ 
mark before 2011. 

Cllr Chris Wells, who has since 
stepped down from his role as Kent 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
education, said at the time that he 
was pleased for the schools that had 
proved the minister wrong. 

He added: “I think our results show 
Mr Balls got it wrong when he set up 
this challenge and made it seem as if 
our schools were failing. 

“I will look forward to writing to him 
with a list of the improvements that 
have been made, and will also be ask¬ 
ing for an apology.” 

Meanwhile, more than 7,000 stu¬ 
dents received their A-level and equiv¬ 
alent results last month, with 93 per 
cent achieving two or more A to E 
grades. 

This was the highest figure since 

2002. 


Dover Grammar School for Girls 
achieved the highest average point 
score per student in Kent at 1065.8 
points, while Oakwood Park Gram¬ 
mar School in Maidstone achieved the 
highest average point score per entry 
at 252. 

Students at the mixed selective 
Queen Elizabeth Grammar School in 
Faversham also celebrated high-grade 
scores from several students, with two 
achieving five A grades, four achieving 
four As and three achieving three. 

All gained enough points to take up 
higher education places. 

Understanding 

Exam successes were not just limit¬ 
ed to secondary schools, as Kent’s 
primary schools recorded their best- 
ever Sats results in English and 
maths. 

The proportion of Kent pupils 
achieving the expected level for math¬ 
ematics has risen every year for the 
past five, and this year there was a 2.5 
per cent increase compared with the 
one per cent national rise. 

In English the increase was 2.6 per 
cent compared with two per cent 
nationally. 

Early years foundation stage results 
show that improvements were ach¬ 
ieved in 12 of the 13 areas of learning. 

One area - knowledge and under¬ 
standing of the world - was within 
just 0.5 per cent of last year’s record 
result.

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Top tips for getting the best school 


KENT is one of the few places 
in the UK to have the 11-plus 
test, and it has long been sur¬ 
rounded by controversy. 

Until this year, pupils taking it had to choose 
their secondary school before they knew if 
they had passed. 

Picking a grammar confident of a pass 
meant their second-choice school in the event 
of a fail often didn’t want to know 

That left families in an educational no-man’s 
land. 

We asked leading educationalist Peter Read 
to look at the problems surrounding the tests. 

Mr Read, an independent education adviser, 
said: “Parents of 10-year-olds are well aware of 
the controversy around the new arrangements 
for Kent Selection Tests, which took place last 
week. 

“Nevertheless, there was a considerable 
increase in numbers taking the tests, for two 
main reasons. 

“Firstly, there was nothing to lose as results

are known before school choices have to be 
made. Secondly, with the declining economic 
climate, some families are switching from pri¬ 
vate education and are now chasing grammar 
school places. 

“However, a quarter of all Kent children will 
still be found suitable for grammar school, so 
there will no greater pressure on places. 

“The Kent Secondary Common Application 
Form (SCAF) now allows parents to name four 
schools, rather than the three of previous 
years. 

“I see four main scenarios for choice of 
schools after Kent test results are published 
on October 20. 

“1) If the child has passed the Kent tests, you 
can name only grammar schools on your SCAF. 
If you are not offered a place at any of these, you 
will probably be allocated the nearest grammar 
school with a vacancy, but there is no require¬ 


ment for Kent County Council to do this. 

“2) If your child has not taken the 11-plus, 
you can only apply for non-selective schools. 

3) If your child has taken the 11-plus and not 
passed, but you wish to appeal, you must name 
the grammar schools you wish to appeal to on 
the SCAF, together with any non-selective 
schools you wish to apply for. Appeals will not 
be heard until the summer term of Year Six. 

4) If your child has passed the 11-plus and 
you name grammar schools and a non- 
selective school you will be offered the highest 
school on your list for which you are eligible. 

“The process of identifying which one school 
your child will be offered on National Offer 
Day, March 2, 2009, is called an Equal 
Preference Scheme. Each school draws up a 
list of eligible applicants in terms of priority 
according to their oversubscription criteria. 

“Schools are not told where you have listed 
them on the SCAF, so list schools exactly as 
you prefer them and don’t be swayed by any 
school telling you it gives priority to those who 
list them first. 


‘Your child will be offered the highest prefer¬ 
ence school for which they are eligible. This 
means that some children could get their 
fourth choice ahead of others who listed it 
first, if their claim is stronger. 

“In Kent, pressures on school places vary 
enormously around the county, with each town 
having its own characteristics - so do your 
homework, ask questions and find out your 
chances at the schools which interest you. 

Playground rumour 

“There is plenty of advice around. Try your 
primary school head-teacher, the excellent 
KCC Admissions Brochure, Kent’s own choice 
advisers at choiceadviser@kent.gov.uk, or my 
website www.kentadvice.co.uk. 

“Be very careful of playground rumour - it is 
often wrong!

THE newly-introduced six-term 
school year in Kent has gone 
largely unnoticed by teachers and 
staff. 

Instead of the old three terms split in half, 
we now have six separate terms in the year, 
effectively making the expression half-term 
outdated. 

But some school staff admit they are 
still finding if hard to break the habit of a 
lifetime. 

One teacher said: “Only the other day I was 
pulled up for saying half-term, when of 
course it wasn’t.” 

Easter 

Paul Curtis, deputy head of Norton 
Knatchbull School, Ashford, admits the 
change has not really had a big effect on 
them. 

He said: “If you have noticed any differ¬ 
ence between our old three-term year 
and our new six-term year, then I wish 
you’d tell me. 

“The only difference is that the Easter two- 
week holiday is now fixed for the first two 
weeks in April, whereas it used to be over 
Easter. 

“This has fixed all the term lengths, which 
is probably a very good idea. It just means 
Easter doesn’t fall within that and you end 
up with a long weekend somewhere else. 

“We still have to do 190 school days, so it all 
levels itself out.” 

Disruption 

He said the change was unlikely to lead to 
a massive rise in parents trying to take their 
children out of school during term time for 
family holidays. 

Mr Curtis said: “We try to encourage par¬ 
ents to avoid taking their children out of 
school while lessons are on. 

“We send them letters saying attendance is 
a legal requirement.

about double. 

“I have some sympathy, but of course 
the education of the students is our prime 
concern.”

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Supermarkets cut u nif orm 
prices - but at what cost?

THE price of school uniforms has 
terrified parents for generations, 
and in recent years supermarkets 
have got into the act offering some 
ultra-cheap prices - but are they 
worth it? 

Tesco and Asda hit the headlines by offering 
full uniforms for under a tenner, but Tesco has 
already stopped selling them as the new term 
gets into full swing. 

And a Kent school outfitter has criticised the 
stores for trying to cash in short-term. 

Ethical trading 

Asda said it had Britain’s cheapest outfit at 
£9.96, including shoes, and of course it started 
a high-street price war. 

It includes a polo shirt, vest, sweatshirt, 
briefs, socks, trousers or skirt, and black scuff- 
resistant shoes. 

The price tag is for children from three to six, 
but larger versions are available at £12.96 for 
six- to 10-year-olds and £13.96 for 10- to 12- 
year-olds. 

Woolworths then jumped in, selling generic 
school trousers and skirts for £2, shirts and 
blouses for £1, jumpers and cardigans for £2, 
and shoes for £8. 

Some schools still insist on parents using 
clothes with a particular logo or trim, which 


means a greater expense. Consumer group 
Which? found that in some cases the more 
costly outfits were of poorer quality, creating 
an extra strain on parents’ purse strings. 

A report from the Office of Fair Trading 
found parents were paying a combined extra 
£45 million a year. 

Angela Spindler, managing director of Asda’s 
clothing wing George, said: “Buying the back- 
to-school wardrobe puts a strain on any par¬ 
ent’s purse. 

“As we sell more school uniforms than any¬ 
one else in Britain, we want to put more 
money back into our customers’ pockets.” 

And Woolworths’ school uniform buyer 
Debbie Lauchlan added: ‘There is intense com¬ 
petition among retailers for the £1 billion back- 
to-school market and it’s important for us to 
offer our customers the best possible value. 

“School uniforms are cheaper than ever 
before and our quality standards have not 
been compromised.” 

The charity War on Want accused Asda of 
using sweatshops, but the company said: 
“George sources everything it sells ethically. 

“By using fewer suppliers, its dedicated 
sourcing team now has long-term relation¬ 
ships with the factories it uses, all of which are 
regularly audited to make sure that they are 
working to both George’s and the Ethical 
Trading Initiative’s code of conduct.

years. She said: “Bespoke uniforms for second¬ 
ary pupil can run from £150 upwards, and 
around £20 to £30 for infants, plus shoes. 

“But I only sell excellent quality clothes. We 


are always here. Once the likes of Tesco and 
Asda sell out, they don’t necessarily replace. 

“As for the quality, anybody in their right 
mind will realise that you get what you pay 
for. 

“There is no point selling anything that a 
parent is not going to be able to pass on to a 
sibling. It is a false economy buying cheaply. 
That’s where they save in the long term. 

“There is no comparison with what I sell and 
what the supermarkets sell. 

“Many parents won’t have to buy anything 
again from us for years and that is down to the 
quality of the items we sell. 

“Children can get through cheap uniforms 
very quickly - they can be scuffling, falling 
over and even chew on the cuffs because of 
nerves. 

“I do keep prices down, and I feel we offer 
great quality at a competitive price.” 

A report from the Centre for Economics and 
Business Research found the average cost of 
sending a child to school is £1,077 a year on 
average, which includes the uniform at £266 
per child, meals on £388 and sports kits at 
£207. 

The Department for Children, Schools and 
Families said: “Uniforms are an excellent idea 
and instil pride and identity. 

“They encourage good behaviour and disci¬ 
pline but should not be excessively priced, 
making it tough for parents to afford.”

DESPITE the recent economic 
problems hitting the country, con¬ 
struction is still expected to be one 
of Kent’s growth industries in 
coming years. 

Large-scale building projects are planned 
across the Thames Gateway and other regen¬ 
eration sites, and work on the London 
Olympic facilities is set to soak up much of 
the construction skills base. 

To meet this growing demand from Kent’s 
building industry, the University of Green¬ 
wich at Medway launched a range of con¬ 
struction courses this month. 

The university has experience of teaching 
for the construction industry, with courses 
accredited by the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) and the 
Chartered Institute of Building (CIOB). 

Now new courses have been added 
at Medway, and students will be able to sign 
up for undergraduate and postgraduate 
courses in building surveying, construction 
management, architectural design and 
quantity surveying. 

There are also specialist facilities for 
students at the Medway campus, including 


the civil engineering laboratories. Peter 
Dalton, from the university’s school of archi¬ 
tecture and construction, said: “Construction 
is coming to the University of Greenwich at 
Medway to meet the growing numbers of 
people from within Kent who require special¬ 
ist training. 

“We notice from our records that many stu¬ 
dents are travelling up from Kent for our 
construction courses at Avery Hill in south 
London, so we have decided to make extra 
training available from the Medway campus.

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Schools’ health check 


THERE are more than 420 schools 
across the county that can boast 
Healthy School status. 

Kent County Council says its target to have 
all schools working towards receiving Healthy 
School status by 2009 is set to be smashed this 
year, as 99 per are currently working with the 
Kent healthy schools programme. 

Some 70 per cent of Kent’s schools have so 
far reached the quality mark. 

The healthy schools scheme supports the 
whole school and contributes to raising pupil 
achievement while providing opportunities to 
improve the health and well-being of pupils, 
staff and the wider community. 

The impact of the programme is based on a 
whole-school commitment to physical and 
emotional well-being. It is focused on four core 


themes - personal, social and health educat¬ 
ion; healthy eating; physical activity; and emo¬ 
tional health and well-being. 

Benefits include improving behaviour and 
attendance, improving performance in SATs, 
promoting positive relationships, reducing the 
incidence of bullying and reducing teenage 
pregnancy and drug, alcohol and tobacco use 
among young people. 

Chairwoman of the healthy schools strategy 
group Joanna Wainwright said: “Across Kent, 
schools are seeing the real value of this work 
and that it’s about working together to 
improve the quality of people’s lives. 

“It’s about the whole-school community, 
children and parents, staff and governors 
learning together, being involved and feeling 
happier and healthier.” 

The county’s healthy schools programme is 


a partnership between KCC and the NHS. 

The Kent healthy schools programme is an 
accredited part of the national healthy schools 
programme, which is supported by the 
Department for Children, Schools and 
Families and the NHS. 

Since gaining Healthy School status, 
Hunton CEP School in Maidstone has gone 
from strength to strength in its projects and 
pupil awareness. 

Although the school had a gardening club for 
many years, the main kitchen garden has now 
doubled in size and the ‘Rocket Roots’ garden¬ 
ing club now produces a range of organically- 
grown fruit and vegetables. 

Last year the club grew enough salad and 
produce for a picnic for parents, pupils, gover¬ 
nors and staff attending the school’s open 
evening.

blow against cancer 


Jabs land 


CHIPS with everything - they have been a 
British staple in the diets of schoolchildren, 
but the Government is determined to drive 
home the message of healthy eating. 

And it has also introduced anti cancer jabs 
for girls in school. 

The Government wants primary schools in 
two areas of the UK to get free meals within 
a year as a two-year trial - that’s for all the 
children with the aim of training them to like 
good food early. 

And that’s something even food campaigner 
Jamie Oliver will enjoy. His new menus intro¬ 
duced in schools have been criticised by some 
and even led to some parents smuggling fast 
foods into schools through the railings. 

The free food will cost £40 million, but min¬ 


isters feel it will be worth it in the long run, 
and it may be extended around the country. 

Some say it will cost some £1 billion a year 
to cover all UK schools. 

The results will be evaluated to see if there 
was an increased uptake of healthy meals 
and improvements in children’s behaviour, 
obesity and general health and well-being. 

Schools Secretary Ed Balls said: “We want a 
healthy lunch at school not just for some, but 
for every child. And we want to make sure 
that children, particularly children from dis¬ 
advantaged backgrounds who need it most, 
are getting a free hot meal every school day.” 

Meanwhile, Medway council will introduce 
a vaccine to protect girls against cervical can¬ 
cer this autumn. 


The trio of jabs over six months will be 
administered to girls aged 12-13 and 17-18. 

Others will be in a catch-up programme in 
the next two years. The injections will be at 
schools or doctors’ surgeries. 

Director of Public Health for Medway 
Primary Care Trust Dr Alison Barnett said: 
“For the first time we are able to routinely 
vaccinate against cancer. 

“It will prevent a higher number of women 
developing the disease with all the associated 
anxiety and suffering. It is also important 
that all women continue to respond to invi¬ 
tations for cervical screening tests as the vac¬ 
cine does not prevent all cervical cancers.” 

KCC schools will also be administering the 
vaccine in its schools over the coming months.

Pay-to-stay scheme 
eases money worries

STUDENTS are being paid up to 
£30 a week in a bid to encourage 
more teenagers to stay in post-16 
education. 

Education Maintenance Allowance (EMA) 
is a means-tested financial incentive avail¬ 
able to 16-, 17- and 18-year-olds with a house¬ 
hold income of under £30,810. 

The Government says the scheme, which is 
targeted at young people from low-income 
families who have left or are about to leave 
compulsory education, leaves students with 
fewer financial worries so they can continue 
studying. 

In Kent and Medway, more than 15,000 
students are benefiting from the scheme, 
which saw £11.6 million dished out to help 
young people from under-privileged back¬ 
grounds stay in education during the aca¬ 
demic year 2007-08. 

The figures from the Learning and Skills 
Council (LSC) show 2,747 students received 
the payment in Medway during the last 
school year. 

Introduced in 2004, the ‘earn to learn’ scheme 
was launched to improve the relatively low rate 
of people staying in education, and nationally 
the Association of Colleges expected 600,000 
students to receive the payments this year. 

The Government said continuing to learn 
was important so that young people could

work out what they enjoy, what they are good 
at and how to achieve what they want. 

EMA is paid straight into students’ bank 
accounts, meaning it can help with the cost of 
books, travel, equipment or anything they 
believe will help them continue studying. 

To continue receiving the weekly money 
each term, students must prove they have 
good attendance records. 

Students must be enrolled on a course that 


is either a full-time education course at col¬ 
lege or school, a LSC-funded diploma or a 
course that leads to an apprenticeship or an 
LSC-funded ‘entry to employment’ course. 

The amount that young people receive is 
not affected by money they earn from part- 
time work and will not have an effect on other 
benefits. 

Students with household incomes of up to 
£20,817 per year receive £30 per week. 

Those with incomes of between £20,818 and 
£25,521 get £20, and for students with par¬ 
ents earning between £25,522 and £30,810 
they receive £10. 

The flagship scheme is widely thought of as 
a success and during pilot studies in 56 out of 
the country’s 150 local education authorities 
‘staying-on rates’ improved, according to 
research by the Institute for Fiscal Studies 
and Loughborough University. 

However, controversy hit the scheme at the 
beginning of this month when some 150,000 
young people faced delays receiving their 
grants after a series of blunders at the private 
company responsible for distributing them. 

EMAs are part of the Government’s plans 
for all young people to stay in education until 
they are 18. 

Legislation is currently going through 
Parliament to raise the school leaving age to 
17 by 2013 and 18 by 2015. 

But the Government has said EMAs will 
continue regardless of the statutory school 
leaving age rising.

NATIONAL Challenge is a new set of bench¬ 
marks the Government expects all secondary 
schools will reach by 2011. 

That means at least 30 per cent of all pupils 
at every school will get at least five GCSEs 
over a C grade in subjects that must include 
maths and English. 

In all there were 638 schools around the UK 
which need to do a lot better. 

Schools secretary Ed Balls said already 260 
under-performing schools, including 16 acade¬ 
mies, have improved under the new £400 mil¬ 
lion programme and hit the required targets. 

Those that repeatedly fail will be closed or 
replaced with academies. 

Mr Balls said: “We are on track to get to our 
target that every school should be a good 
school by 2011.” 

But he admitted lifting the remaining 
schools would be tougher, but up to 400 new 
academies could eventually be on the horizon. 

Those that seem to be failing long term will be 
assisted by nearby successful schools to create 
what will be called National Challenge Trusts. 

Mr Balls told the Labour Conference the 
first three Trusts would be given up to £1 mil¬ 
lion to “get the best teaching and support”. 
None are yet planned for Kent. 

The county council said the National 
Challenge is the next stage of the 
Government’s school improvement plan. 

The aim is to transform schools, improve 
results in English and mathematics, and raise 
achievement by young people. All local author¬ 
ities have been asked to set out plans to trans¬ 
form schools which achieve less than 30 per 
cent of five A*-C results for GSCEs, including 
mathematics and English, by 2011. 

Leyland Ridings, KCC cabinet member for 
children, families and education standards, 
said: “I’m very confident we will achieve the 
2011 target and, like the previous target, we 
will do so ahead of that deadline.”

Paul Carney, the programme’s learning 
theme manager, based at Canterbury Christ 
Church University, said: “The project aims to 
use education and learning to maximise child¬ 
ren and young people’s engagement with the 
London 2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

“Through selected learning themes that 
relate to the Olympics and Paralympics, the 
aim is to create a range of opportunities and 
challenges across the curriculum which 
inspire and capture the imagination of child¬ 
ren and young people. 

“The Kent 20 in 12 learning programme is 
designed to be fully supportive of the national 
education programme for the Olympics and 
Paralympics, and will enable Kent schools and 
settings to work towards national recognition.” 

This will ensure every child and young per¬ 
son in the county has the opportunity to 
engage in educational experiences that relate 
to the Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

A spokesman said: “What we would like, is 
that when London 2012 begins, every child 
and young person in Kent will be legitimately 
able to say ‘I was involved, this is what I 
achieved’. 

“The programme is designed to complement 
the national Olympic education programme. 

“The central idea is that the London 
Olympic and Paralympic Games in 2012 will

be used to inspire learning across the curricu¬ 
lum for children and young people in Kent. 

“It is a learning programme for the whole cur¬ 
riculum; it is not just for PE and school sport.” 

Five learning themes will be selected over 
the years as a stimulus for cross-curricular 
learning projects and collaborations; the proj¬ 
ects will be carried out in schools and settings 
or in partnerships. 

Broadly, they are The Olympic and 
Paralympic Values; 5 Rings, 1 World; 
Creativity, Innovation and Movement; 
Challenges, Records and Personal Bests; and 
The Olympic and Paralympic Legacy. 

KCC says there is the exciting potential for 
‘cross-phase’ collaboration as education set¬ 
tings from the early years through to higher 
education will be involved. 

The spokesman said: “Following the fantas¬ 
tic achievements of Team GB in the Olympic 
Games, and the formal handover of the 
Olympic flag to London, it is time to begin 
thinking about perhaps the most exciting 
sporting and cultural event to take place in 
our lifetime. 

“The London 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games are an exciting opportunity to engage 
children and young people, involving them in 
the lead up to the Games, and ensuring that 
they feel part of the event. 

‘We cannot afford to let such an opportunity 
pass by.”

THE earlier you start the better 
you will get is a rule for many 
aspects of life - and no where 
more true than schooling. 

This month the new Early Years 
Foundation Stage, or EYFS, was introduced 
into all schools and pre-schools in the county 
and of course the rest of England. 

It brings together the care and educational 
needs for children from birth to the end of 
their reception year, identifies the develop¬ 
mental stages and focuses on ensuring that 
no child is left behind. 

Kent has already laid down the foundations 
for early learning. Last year another 2,000 
three and four-year-olds took up their free 
entitlement to nursery education and for the 
third year running the number of children in 
Kent achieving across all six statutory areas 
of learning has increased. 

Targeting resources carefully and working 
in partnership with providers is helping to 
give more of Kent’s youngest children the 
best start in life, said Kent County Council. 

This is backed up by a favourable assess¬ 
ment by Ofsted, the official body for inspect¬ 
ing schools, County Hall said. 

Parents and carers can find out about free 
entitlement for up to two years starting in 


April, August or January, following their 
child’s third birthday from the Kent 
Children’s Information Service on 08000 
323230 or at www.childcarelink.gov.uk. 

Meanwhile, a small survey conducted by 
the National Childminding Association found 
some registered childminders in the UK have 
not received advanced EYFS training. 


NCMA chief executive Liz Bayram said: 
“Our telephone survey revealed that while a 
lot of childminders did receive EYFS aware¬ 
ness training, not all of them had. 

“Furthermore, many of them had not gone 
on to see more in-depth training on the EYFS 
four themes or on observation and record¬ 
keeping.” 


‘Outstanding’ 
schools director 
is set to retire 

THE man credited with transforming educa¬ 
tional services has announced his retirement. 

Graham Badman is leaving Kent County 
Council at the end of November after seven 
years leading education and, latterly, chil¬ 
dren’s services, in the county. 

Mr Badman became director of education 
and libraries in 2002, and now the service is 
ranked in the top quartile nationally for its 
educational achievements with the best ever 
school results this year in the county’s history. 

He became managing director of children, 
families and education in April, 2006, when 
KCC became a children’s services authority. 

In partnership with headteachers and his 
senior management team, Mr Badman devel¬ 
oped the Secondary Strategy which was key to 
the Government’s approval of accelerated sta¬ 
tus for Building Schools for the Future in Kent. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “Kent has 
benefited from Graham’s strong leadership 
and clear strategy for all phases of education. 

“He has been awarded the CBE for his serv¬ 
ices to local government and education but I 
suspect Graham will take greatest pride in the 
Ofsted Joint Area Review, recently published, 
which describes his services as being imbued 
with a clear moral purpose’ and that strategic 
leadership of his directorate is outstanding.” 

Mr Badman said: “These have been the best 
seven years of my professional life. I am delight¬ 
ed by Kent’s achievements and recognition. 

“This has been a team effort and I owe a 
huge debt of gratitude to many people - my 
officers and the many headteachers who have 
worked with me as well as two exemplary 
chief executives and supported by cabinet 
members and the outstanding political leader¬ 
ship of Lord Bruce-Lockhart and Paul Carter.” 

Mr Badman is a governor of Christ Church 
University, and a governor and trustee of three 
Kent academies.

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Meet the principal put 
in the Box seat to end a 
college’s nightmare of 
failure and inadequacy. 
Chris Britcher reports 


F RIDAY the 13th is not normal¬ 
ly a day that many people rel¬ 
ish. But for one of the biggest 
educational establishments in the 
county June 13, 2008, proved to be 
something of a horror story 
Because it was on that day that Ofsted, the 
Government’s school inspectors, unleashed a 
report that would give everyone connected 
with South Kent College nightmares. 

The college - which has campuses in 
Ashford, Folkestone and Dover - saw the word 
“inadequate” applied with liberal abandon in a 
report that attacked everything from the 
teaching and standards of achievement, to its 
management and financial state. 

In short, an educational establishment that 
serves more than 14,000 students at any one 
time - be they in full- or part-time education - 
was given a report that threatened its very 
future. Not so much a case of‘must try harder’ 
but ‘if this continues you’ll be shut down’. 

Figures for 2006-07 revealed it was a mak¬ 
ing a worrying £1.6m loss, too. This was a col¬ 
lege living outside its means, and not deliver¬ 
ing to either the students or communities it 
serves. And where public money was being 
frittered, the alarm bells began to ring to deaf¬ 
ening effect. 

In the aftermath of the scathing findings, the 
governing body initiated a major shift in the 
make-up of the college. 

It parachuted in a fire-fighting interim prin¬ 
cipal, a specialist in turning around the for¬ 
tunes of failing institutions, and now it stands 
on the precipice of proposing perhaps the most 
significant change in its history. 

And change it must. The college plays a vital 
role in the future education of 16- to 18-year- 
olds in three areas of the county. Not only that, 
but it draws in students from across the rest of 
the county, too. Failure is not an option, and, 
according to the new principal who stepped in 
last month, will not be tolerated. 

“We get paid for every student who comes 
here,” explains Monica Box, drafted in on a 
one-year contract to salvage the college’s tat¬ 
tered reputation, and the latest in a line of 
principals that has seen five new faces in the 
last four years. 

“That funding is coming from local taxpay¬ 
ers through government to provide a further 
education service and skilled development - 
they have an absolute vested interest in hav¬ 
ing that right to a quality service and they 
should be demanding it. 

“Our young people and adults coming here 
have an expectation to get a good service. And 
we should help those people know what ‘good’ 
looks like.” 


Monica Box is not quite what you expect. 

With more than 30 years in education 
behind her, she is credited with the turn¬ 
around of Calderdale College in West 
Yorkshire, an institution which suffered simi¬ 
lar problems to that she faces now. 

She was also principal of City College 
Manchester, leading it through merger prepa¬ 
rations and a recent Ofsted report that deliv¬ 
ered ‘good’ to ‘outstanding’ ratings. 

Yet in person she is not the imposing figure 
you expect. Her voice is soft and gentle with a 
Mancunian twang (the mother of three now- 
adult children commutes every Friday back to 
her family home in Manchester, returning 
back down the M6 in her trusty Astra diesel 
every Monday morning); her staff rib her gen¬ 
tly for a penchant for losing her glasses, while 
her slight build could deceive you into mis¬ 
judging her. 

It would be a mistake. 

For underneath her calm, collected and 
extremely controlled exterior, lurks a woman 


need different strategies. But it always boils 
down to a simple equation. 

“If I was 16 years old, what do I go to college 
for aside from the social side? I want to get a 
qualification, a job, a place at university, to get 
promotion. We have to focus on that. 

“If I’m a parent working in the day dashing 
home, feeding the kids, to get to an evening 
class to get an extra certificate, I want to come 
in and know I have every chance of achieving 
that if I put my money into the resource here. 

“Everyone who comes in here brings with 
them a bounty of money to pay for their train¬ 
ing, so we need to be able to deliver that. 

“What I say to staff is that we’re not a busi¬ 
ness but we’re a service delivered in a busi¬ 
ness-like way.” 

Much relies on Box’s ability to stop the rot at 
the college and implement long-term strategy 
changes to ensure that when the Ofsted 
inspectors visit again - next April, says the 
smart money - they see that winds of change 
are blowing through the three campuses.

with a strong will and a real commitment to 
implement change. 

“When she says she wants something done,” 
says a colleague from her days at City College 
in Manchester, “you know it needs to be done. 

“She doesn’t throw her weight around, but 
she is clearly a very determined woman who 
expects people to act on her wishes. 

“Fortunately, those wishes are very sensible 
and invariably work in the best interests of 
the college in which she is working.” 

Fiercely defensive of her teaching staff, Box 
describes herself as having “no ego” nor, she 
says, does she fear for her enviable reputation 
as she looks to turn around the fortunes of the 
college. 

“When I first went into education,” she 
explains in a controlled manner, each phrase 
carefully considered before it is uttered, “I 
just wanted to engage in teaching and learn¬ 
ing and see people succeed. And it’s the same 
now. 

“When I first started I wanted my 30 kids to 
succeed at the end of the year. Now I want 
5,000 to succeed at the end of the year. You 


Sat in the Folkestone headquarters in a 
modest, small and somewhat stuffy office as 
the last of the disappointing summer sunshine 
streams through the skylight, Box has been in 
the post less than two months but says it’s 
been a case of so far so good. 

“When Ofsted comes in and sees what they 
believe to be a poor delivery of service in lots of 
areas - but sound in other areas - they want 
to come back to see that progress is being 
made. I feel very confident that when they 
return they will see progress and report on it 
and be satisfied with it. 

“A lot of work will have to take place before 
they come in, but overall my analysis at the 
moment is that the college is doing huge 
amounts to sort out its own issues. There is 
definitely progress that is measurable.” 

Spread over three very different sites, the 
college serves a mighty slice of the county’s 
youth - in addition to adults pursuing part- 
time courses - in a huge variety of subjects. 

Yet with three sites comes three distinct sets 
of costs just to keep things running on a day- 
to-day basis. 


“Say you take 2,500 16- to 18-year-olds that 
you’re serving between the three sites and get, 
say, £3k per learner per course,” explains Box. 

“If you’re a college delivering that on one 
premises you have one set of lease arrange¬ 
ments, one reception, one refectory service. If 
you deliver split across three main sites, every¬ 
thing is multiplied in triplicate. 

“Ofsted does not take account of that when it 
comes in. So if your finances are bad because 
of that, they don’t take that into account. 

“They just put that down to poor leadership 
and poor management. I’m not using that as 
an excuse, but it is relevant.” 

To that end, discussions are already under 
way on moves to change the way the three 
sites operate. Changes seem inevitable - but 
all three seem set to live to fight another day. 

She explains: “Long term there will be provi¬ 
sion in all those three areas. I believe there 
needs to be. If you say to me will they be in the 
same buildings and have the same facilities, I 
think the answer to that is no. 

“The key thing anyone should be bothered 
about is that the service is there. They should 
not be too precious about a particular building. 

“What we need to do is say what’s the serv¬ 
ice we need here and this is the amount of 
money we have to run it. Let’s not be secret 
about it, it’s public money; anyone who wants 
to pick the phone up and call me asking how 
much the college gets and where that money is 
spent, I’ll tell them. They have a right to know. 

“And we need to look at working with part¬ 
ners to deliver that service wherever is best in 
that catchment area.” 

Those plans just could involve partnership 
with the private sector, potentially teaming up 
with a business to help provide a course in 
specialist surroundings and with specialist 
staff while reducing costs to the college. It’s 
just one suggestion that could be discussed. 

In Ashford, the college’s plans are central to 
the town’s development. It intends to sell its 
Jemmett Road site and instead build a multi¬ 
million-pound learning campus in Victoria 
Road - a major town-centre complex that 
could become a signature building for the ever¬ 
growing town. 

Folkestone, however, will remain its head¬ 
quarters. 

Back to the here and now, and a major over¬ 
haul of the behind-the-scenes background 
data management has already been imple¬ 
mented. It may not be on the frontline, but it 
is a key foundation to running a good service, 
Box insists. 

So what of the teaching? One of the few 
areas Ofsted did not slate was staff morale, yet 
surely poor achievements are the result of 
poor teaching? 

Box refutes the claim, as you would expect; if 
you want people to pull with you, alienating 
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them as a first step is not good management. 
Yet her faith in them must be empowering. 
She wants - and indeed needs - them to deliv¬ 
er in the classroom. 

“I think what you will find in an organi¬ 
sation such as this, where there is inefficiency” 
Box explains, “is there is a lack of control at all 
levels and the inefficiencies are people not 
being clear of what they are supposed to do. 

“If there are poor teachers, there are poor 
managers, and the leadership is to blame. This 
is not about SKC having poor teachers, it is 
about SKC having poor leadership to improve 
that teaching. 

“Staff morale is described as being good, but 
it’s really about staff caring about what they 
do - the teaching and learning. That is still 
there and will only increase as they get more 
recognition of that. 

“What’s remarkable about all that was that 
everyone still maintained a pride in what they 
were doing, even though external organisations 
such as Ofsted were coming in and saying what 
they were doing wasn’t quite so good.Their pride 
will be reinforced as success rates improve.” 

Among the changes already implemented is 
the appointment of nine ‘advanced practitioners’ 
- teachers as competent at teaching colleagues 
as much as students. 

It’s a shrewd move and Box knows it. 

She explains: “I hope teachers will see that 
as an extra resource. So it’s not a case of me 
going in and saying T want things to be done 
like this’, but their own colleagues are helping. 
It’s genuinely their colleagues who drop in to 
give them support and help.” 

Yet while all of these tweaks take place, 
there is, on the horizon, a change that could 
transform the college forever more. 

Because South Kent College could be set to 
become the first in the country to embrace an 
innovative new merger strategy which could 
transform its fortunes in just three years. 

And if governors take the brave step it will 
see one of the country’s top-performing estab¬ 
lishments take over the college’s management 
and be paid to implement a pioneering short¬ 
term plan. 


Governors meet on September 29 with 
three options on the table - including two to 
merge - and a decision one way or the other is 
expected. 

The first is with Tonbridge-based West Kent 
College. Seen as a traditional merger, it would 
see SKC come under the umbrella of West Kent. 

But despite existing SKC management 
believing Folkestone would remain the head¬ 
quarters, even if a merger option was followed, 
West Kent chiefs insist they will look to centre 
the operation in a new multi-million-pound 
complex planned for Ashford. 

Bill Fearon, principal of West Kent College, 


explained: “In the event of a merger between 
the two local colleges, the intention is to oper¬ 
ate a multi-centred college across the five 
main towns of Ashford, Dover, Folkestone, 
Tonbridge and Tunbridge Wells, with Ashford 
and Tonbridge as the two main centres in the 
foreseeable future. 

“Adult education courses will also run from 
Deal. 

“Current WKC and SKC managers will form 
a new team and will be deployed across all 
centres as appropriate.” 

SKC has long made it known it plans to sell 
its existing Jemmett Road site in Ashford - 
and build a major new ‘signature’ building 


in Victoria Road, close to the town’s centre. 

Mr Fearon added: “When the new Ashford 
Learning Centre is built, it is likely to form the 
main management centre of the college 
because of its central position. 

“The establishment of local brands’ in the 
five towns is a priority, and each will cater for 
local people, avoiding the need to travel and 
negating any perception of a ‘ large, sprawling’ 
college. 

“The strength of a local merger between 
West and South Kent Colleges lies in the 
many innovative opportunities this will bring, 
not least through working with a wide range 


of education and training partners from local 
universities to employers, and from schools to 
community groups. 

“It is proposed that if a new college is formed, 
the name should be the result of consultation 
with students, staff and stakeholders.” 

But a more intriguing option is with Sussex 
Downs - a college in Lewes, East Sussex, that 
is presenting a “strategic alliance”. 

Given an ‘outstanding’ rating for leadership 
and management in its last inspection, the 
proposal would see the college sign a contract 
for three to five years to draft in its manage¬ 
ment team to take over SKC’s running. 

Crucially, Sussex Downs would be paid for 


the service that would be reviewed at the end 
of each year and payment only made if targets 
have been hit. 

At the end of the three years, the college 
would resume under its own management 
and, hopefully, build on the success. 

Such a step would be likely to be welcomed 
by the Government and the Learning Skills 
Council - which funds further education - 
which has recently expressed a preference at 
seeing more innovative strategies rather than 
straight mergers. 

The other option is to stay as a separate 
entity and look to overcome its difficulties with 
no external assistance; something of an out¬ 
sider of the choices. 

“I think both options have great benefits, 
and this is the difficulty facing the governing 
body,” says Box. 

“In some ways it was easier for the govern¬ 
ing body when it was just a question of merg¬ 
er and who to do that with. Now they have the 
opportunity of merger or something else. 

“We are very fortunate we are the first col¬ 
lege in the country to have such a choice put 
before us. 

“With West Kent, you can look at the 
prospect of being incorporated into a much 
larger college, so potentially creating a large 
college across a large area under one name, or 
it could be SKC remaining with its same 
locality focus having been rejuvenated, 
redesigned in terms of the way it operates and 
still remain in three, four or five years’ time 
the same entity but highly improved through 
a beacon college partner. 

“My preference? Whatever is best for the 
college.” 

Whether the college pulls its metaphorical 
socks up will only be seen over time. One thing 
is certain - it must improve in order to serve 
the communities and our future generations. 

The options before it should ensure that 
come August 1,2009, whoever is in control can 
steer it into calmer, more successful waters.

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Parents need to understand 
how new diplomas work

TEENAGERS in Kent who have 
just returned to their studies at the 
start of this school year are among 
the first to start the Government’s 
new diploma courses. 

The qualification for 14 to 19-year-olds, 
which includes a mix of academic and voca¬ 
tional work, is being offered as an alternative 
to A levels and GCSEs. 

Kent County Council estimated that within 
two years’ time more than 3,550 young people 
would be studying for diplomas across the 
county. 

Schools and colleges in England are now 
teaching diploma courses, including construc¬ 
tion and the built environment, creative and 
media, engineering and information technology. 

But their implementation has proved con¬ 
troversial, they have faced criticism for being 
confusing and a recent report led by Oxford 
University raised fears they would be seen as 
the ‘poor relation’ of A levels unless the tradi¬ 
tional qualification was scrapped. 

Canterbury College will be offering the cre¬ 
ative and media diploma from September, 
2009, and has put together information for 
parents and pupils considering taking the new 
qualification ahead of its launch. 

A spokesman said it was important for par¬ 
ents to get all the facts so they could help their 


children make the right choices and decisions 
about their future. 

There are three levels available to study - 
foundation, higher and advanced. The qualifi¬ 
cations do not replace existing learning 
options and students can still do GCSEs, A lev¬ 
els and apprenticeships alongside a diploma 
course. 

However, Ed Balls, the schools secretary, has 
previously said he believes diplomas could 
replace traditional A-levels and GCSEs as “the

qualification of choice” for English teenagers. 

A foundation diploma is worth the same as 
five GCSEs at grades D to G, the Tugher’ course 
is equal to seven GCSEs at grades A* to C. 

The advanced diploma is worth three-and- 
a-half A levels to students and a ‘progression’ 
qualification is also available, which is the 


equivalent to two-and-a-half A-levels. 

From 2011, an extended diploma will be 
available containing extra maths and English. 

After completing the diploma, students will 
get a list of the all the separate qualifications 
they have achieved on the course. For example 
a diploma in engineering would list all the sep¬ 
arate elements needed to achieve it. 

“What is important is that doing a diploma 
will not limit any future options for your 
child,” a Canterbury College spokesman said. 

‘With this qualification, they could stay at 
school, go on to college, do a degree at univer¬ 
sity, start a career or do an apprenticeship.” 

Next year environmental and land-based 
studies, business, administration and finance, 
manufacturing and product design, hospitality 
and hair and beauty studies will be added to 
the list of courses. 

Another four diplomas including travel and 
tourism will be available from 2010 and in 
2011 the Government plans to offer more aca¬ 
demic diplomas in humanities, languages and 
science. 

Canterbury College said the benefits of the 
new qualification included study relating to 
real world situations through carrying out 
projects and applying them to solving practi¬ 
cal, work-related problems. 

The higher and further education college 
said because diploma students have to cover 
theory as well as practical skills they will keep 
their options open for the future.

ON COURSE: A new alternative to A levels

KENT schools are well on the road 
to providing what are known as 
‘extended services’ across the 
entire county. 

These are activities either before or after 
normal lessons, which central government is 
insisting are available at every school by 2010. 
They run from 8am to 6pm all year round. 

Knowing they were going to eventually be a 
major requirement, Kent County Council 
started its introduction of the extended servic¬ 
es in 2003. 

Since then children, young people, families 
and even whole communities in Kent have 
been experiencing the benefits of accessing 
‘extended services’ in and around schools, said 
the county council. 

These activities are not always on school 
property - they can also involve a nearby cen¬ 
tre or even a childminder. 

KCC said this key government initiative will 
improve both educational attainment and 
social well-being by offering things like extra 
study help with subjects including languages, 
arts, and homework. 

Kent was one of the first authorities nation¬ 
wide to develop this approach to things like 
breakfast clubs, holiday play schemes and 
sports. 

Sometimes a payment is required, but some 
services are also free. 

In the past five years, some 69 per cent of 
schools in Kent are now Extended Schools, 
exceeding the Government’s national targets 
at this stage. 

The authority said parental support for 
some of the activities is vital and welcomed 
through Family Liaison and the Parent 
Support Adviser programme. 

One popular connection is with Charlton 
Athletic FC to promote the playing of football. 

On a more academic level the majority of 
schools are offering community access and 
information on parenting support, specialist 
services, childcare, including breakfast clubs,

after-school clubs, study support and family 
learning. 

And 99 per cent of Kent schools are engaged 
with the Healthy Schools programme. 

There is also parent support providing 
access to information and guidance on issues 
that may affect their children and the wider 
family, like sexual health, relationships and 
drug abuse - especially at times of change and 
transition such as starting secondary school. 

Plus there is specialist support for things 
like speech therapy, behaviour support and 
family support. 

The Department for Children, Schools and 
Families said there are five elements to 
extended services that will be made available 
by 2010. 

These are high quality, affordable childcare 
from 8am-6pm all-year round; a varied menu 
of activities; parenting support; swift and easy 
access to specialist support services; and wider 
community access to school facilities. 

Cabinet member for education operations, 
resources and skills Cllr Mark Dance said: “I 
am very enthused by the extended schools pro¬ 
gramme. From providing services before and 
after school to making facilities available for 
community use during evenings and week¬ 
ends, schools will truly become a hub in their 
local area."

YOUNGSTERS just starting sec¬ 
ondary education this month are 
set to be the first in Britain to be 
staying on an extra year. 

Government is expected to give the final go- 
ahead to raise the leaving age from 16 to 17, 
and by 2015 plans to raise it again to 18. 

It is to give students a better chance of a 
fully rounded education, said the Government. 

Instead of just a classroom, students will 
also have a choice of‘staying on’ in training or 
workplace training said the Department for 
Education and Skills. 

If MPs agree the details set out in the upcom¬ 
ing Education and Skills Bill it would be the 
first increase in the leaving age since 1972. 

The move has been prompted by growing 
concerns that many youngsters are leaving 
the classroom without proper qualifications 
that could help them in the workplace. 

Many are without even the most basic liter¬ 
acy and numeracy skills. 

Lots of pupils already do stay on at school 
sixth forms, colleges or other further education, 
but some leave school as soon as possible, and 
the new leaving age rules are aimed at them. 

Presently, 76 per cent are in education or 
receiving training - which will mean the 
remainder will either have to begin workplace 
training or return to further education. 


The Government’s schools secretary Ed 
Balls said: “We believe we can’t have young 
people leaving school at 16 going into work or 
not having a job and not having any skills 
because in the end they won’t be able to pay 
the mortgage or get a pension.” 

He added: “We want to give a skill to every 
young person. It’s a really big task and it’s 
going to take us five or six years to do it.” 

The new intake of pupils could face fines and 
even prosecution for playing truant under the 
new rules if they refuse to attend class after 
turning 16. 

National Union of Teachers leader Steve 


Sinnott said the move was “inevitable”. 

He said: ‘We cannot afford to neglect those 
young people who currently leave school at 16 
unprepared for the rigour and demands of life 
in the 21st century.” 

It was back in 1870 that it first became com¬ 
pulsory for children to have to attend school, 
and a decade later the first truant officers 
were appointed for pupils aged five to 10. 

From 1899 the leaving age was 12 until 1918 
when it rose to 14. The end of World War Two 
saw it rise again to 15. Some 20 years later it 
was announced it would go to 16, but that did 
not start until 1972.

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It’s all change at isle 
as schools go two tier

THE controversial switch from a 
three to a two-tier school system on 
the Isle of Sheppey was given the 
go ahead by the Government last 
month, ending four years of wran¬ 
gling and protest. 

The decision will see Cheyne and Danley 
middle schools and Minster College close next 
year, to be replaced by a £48 million flagship 
academy, bringing the island into line with the 
rest of the county. 

This follows the verdict of the independent 
schools adjudicator in July, who approved the 
plans provided ministers could guarantee the 
establishment of the 2,450-pupil academy. 

Year four pupils will stay on at their first 
school from this September as part of 
the changes to admission and entrance 
arrangements 

The academy will be based at the Cheyne 
and Minster College sites. 

Theresa Langworthy, of the Sheppey 
Parents’ Action Group, said she was “not sur¬ 
prised” at the decision, but added there was 
still plenty to scrutinise. 

She said: “We will be keeping a close watch

“Much of the new technology cannot be in 
place until the academy itself has been built. 

“We don’t know what it is going to look like 
as there is still planning permission to be 
given. 

“And there are rumours that part of Minster 
College’s site is to be sold, so there’s an awful 
lot left to be seen.” 

The issue of education has divided opinion 
on the island after accusations that Kent 
County Council and other partners involved in 
the academy project had failed to consult 
widely enough. 

Confident 

In July governors at Cheyne Middle School, 
which now faces closure, appealed against the 
secondary phase of the proposals, which 
prompted the matter to be referred to the 
schools adjudicator. 

Mark Dance, the then KCC cabinet member 
for education, said: “The county council is 
pleased that this matter has finally been 
decided and is confident that the two-tier sys¬ 
tem will better serve the educational needs of 
Sheppey children.” 

Until now Sheppey has had a three tier sys¬ 
tem of primary, middle and secondary schools. 

This will be replaced by primary schools and 
the academy.

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THINK of Kent and you may sum¬ 
mon up images of oast houses, 
cathedrals and the famous White 
Cliffs. 

But the county is a diverse region with areas 
that also have marked levels of deprivation 
and low levels of achievement. 

The shocking facts are that Kent and 
Medway have fewer young people going to uni¬ 
versity than anywhere else in the South East 
- 21 per cent compared with 33 per cent. 

Its workforce has less advanced skills, it is a 
net exporter of graduates and one third of its 
adults have no educational qualifications at all. 

This means there is a shortage of skilled 
staff and it’s predicted demand for highly 
skilled workers is set to rise by 8.5 per cent. 

The economy in some traditionally depressed 
areas - Ashford and the Thames Gateway for 
example - is getting back on its feet. 

But there is still a challenge to bridge the 
skills gap - that universities, colleges and 
other organisations are set to tackle. 

They teamed up to form the Kent and 
Medway Lifelong Learning Network in 2007 - 
a three-year £3.85 million programme, backed 
by the Higher Education Funding Council for 
England. 

The initiative has a special focus on voca¬ 
tional and work-based courses, aiming to help 
thousands of people gain new skills and 
progress into higher education. 

A team of staff, based at the University of 
Greenwich’s Medway campus, has been estab¬ 
lished under the leadership of Hugh Joslin, 
director of the Kent and Medway Lifelong 
Learning Network. 

University of Greenwich Pro Vice- 
Chancellor Dr Margaret Noble said: “It is very 
important for the economy of this region that 
more people should have the opportunity to 
upgrade their skills, or gain new ones, to pro¬ 
vide the workforce that employers need.

$ Canterbury 
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SATs forcing schools 
into double jeopardy 



TESTING TIMES: Are primary school children being put under too much pressure? 


THERE are many that feel the 
SATs tests - designed to check the 
level of education each child has 
reached - have run their course. 

Critics say they are simply putting young 
pupils under too much stress and the pressure 
of having to pass the tests is creating an 
atmosphere of worry in the classroom. 

Leading education advisor Peter Read 
admits he is not a fan of the SATs and believes 
their days are numbered. 

He said: “SATs were introduced to drive up 
standards in schools. 

“Instead they have damaged the education of 
a generation of children as teachers have been 
forced to ‘teach to the test’ as schools are urged 
to meet targets of higher league table places. 

“Through my work, I talk to many parents of 
children in their last term of primary school 
and always ask what they are doing in school. 

“Consistently back comes the answer they 
are preparing for SATs. 

“The summer of the previous year, Year Five, 
they are preparing for pre-SATs. Many spend 
the spring term of Year Six preparing for mock 
SATs. Children are coming through primary 
school believing that education is all about 
preparing for tests - much of the enjoyment 
has gone out of school as a result. 

“Teachers’ and headteachers’ careers depend 
on SATs. If they were the answer to driving up 
standards, why does no other developed coun¬ 
try test children in this way?” 

There were problem this year with the 
marking of tests, and the results were late 


arriving at schools. Consequently there have 
been suggestions SATs may soon be scrapped 
and possibly replaced. 

He said: “This year’s debacle appears des¬ 
tined to see the end of SATs, but government 
statements suggest that we must still keep on 
testing in some way. 

“Why not trust teachers a little to develop 
talents like imagination in our children. Let’s 


see the spark put back into schools. 

‘We have a large organisation called Ofsted 
that once went into schools and inspected 
standards in the classroom. 

“Ofsted has now changed direction. They 
spend far less time in schools, as they now 
base inspection results on SATs outcomes. 

“This is double jeopardy for the school that 
tries any other approach.”

HISTORY lessons are taking 
another major turn - students will 
now be studying the slave trade 
alongside events such as World 
War Two. 

The radical chance has been criticised by 
some who fear pupils will be leaving school 
with little knowledge of Britain’s own history. 

A recent poll showed a worrying number of 
youngsters had no idea who Winston 
Churchill was. 

There will now be more emphasis on the 
study of black Britons and other ethnic minor¬ 
ity groups in the history curriculum. 

Youngsters will be told they should study 
topics such as the abolition of slavery in the 
British Empire and the work of reformers 
such as William Wilberforce, the MP who cam¬ 
paigned for its abolition. 

They will also examine the life of Olaudah 
Equiano who was one of the most prominent 
people of African heritage in the British 
debate for the abolition of slavery. 

He was a former slave who amazingly man¬ 
aged to buy his freedom and work as a sea¬ 
man, merchant and explorer. 

He then wrote a moving autobiography on 
the horrors of his life as a slave. 

Some of the key questions teachers will be 
posing in classes as they together brainstorm 
the now illegal industry which once thrived in 
Britain, are ‘did slaves have rights?’ ‘what does 
it mean to be free?’ and ‘does slavery exist in 
the world today?’. 

However, curriculum planners are anxious the 
subject should not just portray ethnic minority 
groups as victims during history essons. 

Topics on the Civil Rights Movement in the 
US, Mughal India and the arrival of the 
British in India will also be included. 

This is to show civilisation did not just begin 
with Britain and the rest of the Western world 
in the 19th century. 

The Qualifications and Curriculum 
Authority, the national curriculum watchdog, 


Rewriting history 
books to put slave 
trade centre stage

said: “The national curriculum for history 
gives pupils the opportunity to explore the 
social, cultural, religious and ethnic diversity 
of various societies.” 

Traditionalists have criticised the curricu¬ 
lum content for specifying characters such as 
Wilberforce and Equiano by name, while omit¬ 
ting mention of noted politicians such as Sir 
Winston Churchill, whose home was at 
Chartwell near Westerham. 

Michael Gove, the shadow Secretary of State 
for Children, Schools and Families, has said: 


“Winston Churchill is the towering figure of 
20th-century British history. 

“His fight against fascism was Britain’s 
finest hour. Our national story can’t be told 
without Churchill at the centre.” 

However, the QCA argues that there is still 
a strong emphasis on the study of World War 
Two - and that teachers are sufficiently intel¬ 
ligent to realise they cannot teach the topic 
without mentioning Churchill’s role in it. 

It points out that Hitler’s name is missing 
too, and that it would be impossible to teach 
the topic without mentioning him either. 

And Aidan McQuade, the director of Anti- 
Slavery International, added: “Only with a bet¬ 
ter understanding of the transatlantic slave 
trade will we be able to tackle its legacies. 

“Today, 12.3 million people are still forced to 
work against their will, trafficked into slavery, 
forced into bonded labour or bom as slaves. 

“Learning about the transatlantic slave 
trade will help students better understand 
modem slavery and will hopefully inspire a 
new generation of abolitionists to take up the 
fight to stamp out slavery in all its forms.” 

Children will also learn about notable black 
figures in American history and the civil rights 
movement in the US.

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AS KENT’S newest academy 
throws open its doors, we asked 
a leading educationalist to exam¬ 
ine just what goes into making 
them work. 

The £25 million Longfield Academy near 
Dartford managed to open for 1,000 students in 
record time, said one of its co-sponsors, Kent 
County Council. 

It was funded by the Department for Children 
Schools and Families and three local sponsors, 
Leigh Academies Trust plus co-sponsors, the 
University of Kent and KCC. 

Executive principal, Frank Green, said: “This 
will see the start of Longfield Academy’s contri¬ 
bution to the raising of educational standards in 
the northwest part of Kent. 

‘T am proud to be part of this project and to 
work with the academy’s senior team to give 
local young people the very best possible start in 
life.” 

The academy will start life in the former Axton 
Chase School while the brand new academy is 
built alongside. 

It will house 1,150 boys and girls aged 11-18 
and will have inclusive admissions policy, 
accepting pupils regardless of their faith and 
academic ability, based on proximity. 

It was announced in March this year, and is 
already open following consultations. 

We asked Peter Read, who runs Kent Advice, 
an education help group for parents, to look into 
the pros and cons of academies. 

This is what he said: 

B uilding crisis; what building crisis? Kent 
secondary schools have seen an explosion 
of investment in new buildings over 
the past three years, and the commitments 
continue. 

I estimate some £250 million is being invest¬ 
ed in the new academy programme, with prob¬ 
ably another £60 million on two in the 
pipeline. 

Six schools, Ellington Girls, Aylesford, 
Holmsdale, The North in Ashford, and The 
Mailing, have been replaced under Private 
Finance Initiatives, another £100 million of 
investment. 

We now have Building Schools for the 
Future, designed to replace or substantially 
rebuild every other secondary school in Kent 
over the next 15 years, although how long the 
money keeps coming in the current financial 
climate is anyone’s guess. 

The first phase is now being finalised: Ifield 
Special School in Gravesend being the first to 
be completed last month, Northfleet College of 
Technology, St John’s Catholic and 
Thamesview School all in Gravesham about to 
be completely replaced under PFI, and anoth¬ 
er seven schools in Gravesham and Thanet 
being substantially rebuilt. The cost is some 
£150 million. 

Kent County Council has made a policy deci¬ 
sion to attract maximum finance into Kent to 
improve poor quality building stock, but the 
academy programme is certainly the biggest 
and most radical programme. 

Academies are schools independent of the 
local authority with enormous freedom of 
action: teachers can be paid on different scales, 
often attracting high quality staff; academies 
don’t have to follow the national curriculum 
and many are becoming innovative both in 
content and teaching and learning styles; there 
is usually a strong commitment to ICT both as 
a skill and as a classroom tool; and new prem¬ 
ises as every academy gets a new building, are 
funded at a higher level than normal schools. 

Of course there is a downside: academies are 
under intense pressure to succeed, and so chil¬ 
dren who do not conform can be a major prob¬ 


lem - the rate of exclusions is very high in 
some academies, excluded children adding to 
the burden of neighbouring schools. 

These often suffer by comparison, so many 
good schools suddenly decline in popularity 
Evidence that academies are succeeding 
remains patchy - some very good practice, but 
others are struggling. 

Success often comes by attracting different 
pupils from aspiring families. 

Parental concerns find no local accountabili¬ 
ty - often there are no parent governors - just 
an advisory parent council - complaint to the 
Department for Children, Schools and 
Families appears fruitless. 

Academies need sponsors although some 


categories do not need to invest funds. 

These play a major role in academy gover¬ 
nance. In Kent these include: Roger De Haan, 
Microsoft Computers, Crown Imperial, 
Holiday Extras, Kent’s universities, several 
highly academic private schools, and the 
Church of England. 

N evertheless, whatever the pros and cons 
of academies and their future destiny 
the investment will remain. 

Academies were intended to be formed from 
failing schools, in urban areas which are 
socially deprived. How many of the following 
fit those criteria? Those that do are Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate, Folkestone Academy, 


The Isle of Sheppey Academy and New Line 
Learning Academy in Maidstone. 

Those that don’t are Leigh City Academy 
The Marsh Academy in New Romney The 
Longfield Academy Spires Academy in Sturry 
and Cornwallis Academy in Maidstone. 

Under consideration are Christchurch CofE 
School in Ashford, and an amalgamation of 
Bradbourne Girls and Wildemesse Boys in 
Sevenoaks. 

More than half a billion pounds is being 
spend on Kent schools.

BY 2010, Maidstone’s first two academies 
will be completely transformed, offering new 
buildings, enhanced 21st century curricu- 
lums and outstanding facilities for pupils.

Cornwallis Academy holds its specialism in 
technology and science and spans across 13 
hectares at Hubbards Lane. 

There is a focus on students obtaining 
skills to help them in their careers, with 
links established with the business world.

Lotus era at Evora event

KENT motor group Lipscomb was 
one of a few Lotus dealers nationally 
to be selected for an exclusive launch 
of the new Evora sports coupe. 

The car not only celebrates the 60th 
anniversary of the brand but is also the first 
all-new Lotus since the Elise roadster made 
its debut in 1995 and the world’s only com¬ 
mercially available mid-engined 2+2. 

Apart from signalling a move back to the 
high end supercar market that Lotus once 
challenged with icons likes the 1970s/1980s 
Esprit - star of several James Bond films - 
the Evora also shows Lotus working harder 
to entice customers with interior as much as 
exterior style. 

The Elise is a minimalist fun sportster 
and an attempt to spin-off an ‘executive’ ver¬ 
sion led to the new generation Europa - 
reviving a name from the heyday of Lotus 
founder Colin Chapman. 

But the Europa shows how little practice 
Lotus has had lately in delivering a quality 
interior and we were unimpressed by way¬ 
ward stitching on the leather seats and a 
clunky interior when we road tested the car. 

The Evora though and is being marketed 
as an all-round package delivering “dynam¬ 
ic performance, innovative chassis technolo¬ 
gy and high levels of luxury, packaging and 
convenience”.

Performance comes from a further fortu¬ 
itous tie-up with Toyota; the demise of the 
old Toyota MR2 sports car opened the way 
for its erstwhile rival, the Elise, to receive a 
shot in the arm with a re-engine courtesy of 
the Japanese car giant. 

The Evora underpins this link with a 
Lotus-tuned lightweight 280PS (277bhp) 
3.5-litre V6 Toyota engine. 

The cabin looks stylish and features luxu¬ 
ries unknown on previous Lotuses, such as 
touch-screen multi-media system and elec¬ 
tric power-fold door mirrors.

No more than a third of the UK’s 30 or so 
official Lotus dealers were granted an Evora 
launch and Lipscomb dealer principal Mark 
Stevens said: “It was a great privilege to be 
selected as one of the few dealers to preview 
the new Lotus Evora. 

“The New Lotus Evora takes us into a 
brand new market and we feel we have a 
winner on our hands.”

The system is available on all new Mercedes 
Sprinters with four-cylinder engines and man¬ 
ual gearboxes for just £155, but the uprated 
battery and alternator takes the total cost of the 
package to £545 from Sparshatts, which has 
sites at Sittingboume, Ashford and Dartford. 

“This represents excellent value for money,” 
said Sparshatts’joint MD Andrew Sparshatt. 


“Even using conservative figures of an annu¬ 
al 20,000 miles at 25mpg per vehicle and a 
saving of six per cent, it means the system 
could pay for itself well inside two years and 
go on to deliver real cash savings after that. 
And that payback period will only get shorter 
if fuel costs continue to rise.” 

But ‘driver input’ is also part of the operating 
mix, as Mercedes-Benz van sales and market¬ 
ing chief Steve Bridge pointed out: “Traffic con¬ 
ditions, vehicle specification, load weight and 
driving style can all influence fuel consumption.

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AUDI could be driving people to 
downsize more than it should. 

For the launch of its latest A4 model earlier 
this year looks increasingly like an own goal, 
prompting buyers of the bigger A6 to trade 
down to its little sister. 

The new car might be 12cm longer and five 
cm wider than its predecessor, but the A4 is 
still shorter and narrower than the A6 yet 
the long wheelbase wheel-at-each-comer for¬ 
mat has created what is probably the biggest 
cabin in the compact executive class. 

This sector is led by the BMW 3-series of 
course, but Audi is in hot pursuit of its 
German arch rival after replacing Mercedes- 
Benz as the ‘No2’ German executive marque 
in the UK. 

I reckon the A4 is still somewhere short of 
the rear-wheel drive Beemer for balance and 
sheer driving pleasure, though the front-driv¬ 
en Audi edges closer with every generation 
while all-wheel drive Quattro models are a 
different proposition and sell for a modest 
premium of under £2,000 against two-wheel 
drive equivalents. 

On the other hand, that is the last time you 


will hear me use the word ‘modest’ when 
talking A4 prices; the range starts at a shade 
under 20 grand for the 118bhp 1.8-litre petrol 
entry model, but this is hardly a sporty 
speedster and trading up to the diesels that 


most corporate and private buyers desire 
takes the threshold to £2,250. 

And a modest wish list of options piles on 
the pounds; our admittedly seductive 3.0TDI 
Quattro Avant (estate) test car in mid-range 


SE trim sells normally for £30,300, but 
leather seats - I would expect them as stan¬ 
dard at this level - add £1,765 and the money 
pit then opens up. 

As a result, our car costs £41,590 on the

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road with additions falling into three cate¬ 
gories in my book: ‘petty - should be stan¬ 
dard’, ‘have to have or harm your chances of 
selling the car on’ and ‘nice to have even at 
the price’. 

Examples of the three respectively are hill- 
hold function for smooth pull away (£45), sat 
nav (£1,975) - yes, a Tom-Tom would do the 
job but you don’t buy an Audi and then fit a 
‘wobbly pod’ on the dash - and ‘Open Sky’ 
panoramic sunroof (£1,100). 

Another point illustrated by the 40-plus 
grand price tag on our test car was how 
expensive options strip the car of its real 
attractions as a car in the circa £20,000 exec¬ 
utive sector. The roomy and durable cabin 
feels like a high quality, prestigious Germanic 
driver-orientated executive car at the bottom 
end of the range and just hideously over¬ 
priced at the other end. 



Enough about the car’s shortcomings 
though, because there is plenty to laud too 
and especially when equipped with the gor¬ 
geously smooth six-cylinder 237bhp 3.0TDI 


diesel - the perfect riposte to tired arguments 
that petrol engines are still best for refine¬ 
ment. There is lots of pulling power on tap but 
the Quattro system allows this to be trans¬ 
ferred properly to the road to deliver 0-62mph 
in 6.3 seconds and a great driving experience 
- this car is one of our best drives this year. 

The distance between front and back 
wheels, wide track, low slung stance and light 
weight make the car feel exceptionally well 
planted on the road and it comers with a flat 
stance and lovely poise, again aided by the 
Quattro system. 

The ride is not harsh though and the A4 
feels classy on the motorway. 

As mentioned earlier, the cabin is incredibly 
airy and accentuated by the panoramic roof - 
if fitted. There are scallops at the back of the 
front seats for extra rear kneeroom, but these 
are virtually superfluous thanks to the room

allowed by the distance between front and 
rear axles. 

The dashboard is typically well-arranged in 
Audi’s trademark style though the steering 
wheel on our car looked cheap for a car cost¬ 
ing £40,000 plus - not so much so for a car 
costing £20,000 - and the seats are comfort¬ 
able and supportive. 

As for the Avant body style, this latest gen¬ 
eration is a good mix of lifestyle estate and 
serious load lugger and a good looker too.

THE race is on to build the 
first zero-carbon housing in 
Kent, with two local firms 
straining at the starting 
blocks. 

Folkestone-based Eco-librium 
Solutions, which specialises in envi¬ 
ronmentally responsible construction, 
has teamed up with national waste 
management company Hippowaste 
to carry out the project in 
Sittingboume. 

The house will have a vaulted roof, 
free-formed from clay tiles. Although 
a popular building method in Spain, 
this will be only the second such proj¬ 
ect here and the firm says this will be 
the first residential property to use it 
in the UK 

Ana Rodrigues, director at Eco-libri¬ 


um, said: “This is a unique property 
that will ultimately be sustainable 
and environmentally innovative.” 
James Bennett, chief executive at 


Hippowaste, said; ‘The focus on sus¬ 
tainability and the environment here 
is a best practice approach that can be 
adopted elsewhere. Environmentally- 


friendly construction does not need to 
be difficult and can actually be cost- 
effective with good planning and 
waste management practices.” 

Meantime, Maidstone- 
based Da Vinci Properties 
has submitted an applica¬ 
tion to build 14 three and 
four-bedroom homes at a 
site, previously owned by 
Kent County Council, at 
Tovil, close to the centre of 
Maidstone, in what it 
believes to be the first com¬ 
plete zero-carbon housing 
development in Kent. 

Managing director David 
Marks said: “Our develop¬ 
ment, should it get plan¬ 
ning permission, will deliv¬ 
er practical, flexible and 
realistic living at a competitive price. 

‘This will not be everyone’s cup of 
tea and will require purchasers to buy 
into the lifestyle of zero-carbon, but it 
is the future of our industry and we 


are keen to lead the way and show 
others that it can be done.” 

Plans for the houses include indi¬ 
vidual on-site micro-generation of 
electricity, individual and 
communal heating from 
pumps and biomass gener¬ 
ation, and recycled rain 
and ‘grey 5 water. 

RPC Land and New 
Homes, which has offices 
across Kent, brokered the 
deal for the site. Area land 
director Graeme Dowd 
said the application was a 
sign of the building indus¬ 
try’s willingness to adapt. 

He said: “As land agents, 
who deal with a wide range 
of developers, we are seeing 
a greater diversification 
and adaptability from the building 
industry. 

“Developments such as this are cru¬ 
cial as they show construction can be 
environmentally friendly.”

Firms warned after 
gangmaster raids 


A KENT recruitment firm has issued a 
warning over temporary workers after four 
county businesses were exposed as using 
labour from unlicensed gangmasters. 

They were found out after raids by the 
Gangmasters’ Licensing Authority on 26 
county firms during the last two months and 
all were served with enforcement notices. 

Although the notices are basically formal 
warnings, the authority could still take the 
businesses and individuals involved to court 
- where they could face fines or even impris¬ 
onment - but no decision has yet been taken. 

The gangmasters involved will now be 
inspected, said the authority. 

Gangmasters legislation was introduced 
two years ago, in response to the Morecambe 


Bay disaster when 18 cockle-pickers per¬ 
ished after being caught by the rising tide. 

Now Maidstone-based Driver Hire has 
urged local businesses - particularly those 
involved in the horticulture, farming and 
food industries - hiring temporary labour to 
help with processing and packing, to double¬ 


check credentials of the organisation they 
are hiring them from. 

Licensing of gangmasters is aimed at pre¬ 
venting the exploitation of an estimated 
60,000 workers in the UK. 

Under the regulations, labour providers 
supplying workers to agricultural businesses 


and the food processing industry are legally 
required to have a gangmasters licence. 
Equally, it is illegal for a business to hire 
workers from an unlicensed provider. 

“To retain our gangmasters licence we 
must meet very stringent conditions,” said 
Andrew Wright, owner of Driver Hire. 

“I strongly recommend that anyone hiring 
workers involved in the picking, processing 
and packing of products such as fruit, veg¬ 
etables and seafood, makes sure they are 
dealing with a supplier that holds a GLA 
licence. 

“That way they know the workers they are 
using aren’t being exploited. And, equally 
important, they are not running the risk of a 
fine or court appearance.”

THE weak pound is good news 
for exporters and it has cer¬ 
tainly boosted a Kent-based 
designer and manufacturer of 
award-winning test and 
inspection equipment, writes 
Tony Patey. 

Exports at Buckleys (UVRAL) are 
booming and the company has invested 
more than £25,000 in upgrading pro¬ 
duction facilities at its Hythe factory to 
help cope with a bulging order book. 

In a typical year, about a half of its 
products are exported, via a network of 
distributors, to customers in Russia, the 
US, Australasia, Europe and the Middle 


East. But this year, a sharp dip in UK 
sales caused by the economic downturn 
in the building sector has been more 
than offset by surging demand in over¬ 
seas markets. 

Managing director Paul Hoveman 
said: “We are seeing exports up by about 
12 per cent compared with this time last 
year.” 

Russia, in particular, is a growing 
market with new facilities built to serve 
the country’s powerful, oil-rich elite and 
a growing band of international 
tourists. All this construction work is 
good news for Buckleys, which has been 
in business for 66 years. 

The independent firm makes detec¬ 
tors and testers for locating faults and 
defects in coatings and linings, and 


pipeline inspection trolleys plus prod¬ 
ucts for monitoring corrosion in under¬ 
water structures. 

Its roof testing kits have been used in 
projects throughout the UK, including 
Manchester’s Trafford Centre and Arse¬ 
nal FC’s Emirates Stadium. 

Mr Hoveman said: “Thousands of our 
kits are in daily use in Britain and 
around the world and have earned a 
reputation for reliability, accuracy and 
durability.” 

Contractors use kits to find pinholes 
and other defects by passing a high volt¬ 
age over the roof surface using a brush 
or roller electrode. They are also used in 
the petro-chemical and pipeline con¬ 
struction industries and with surgical 
instruments.

Redundancy double whammy 


KENT bosses already struggling to meet 
wage bills could face a double whammy by 
failing to keep to the letter of the law when 
it comes to redundancies. 

So says Ashford-based special¬ 
ists Calibre HR & Training. And 
with firms typically making 
more than one mistake, they 
could be risking total fines of 
nearly £80,000. 

Calibre says that while it’s pos¬ 
sible to fall foul of employment 
law in several areas when mak¬ 
ing redundancies, it is seeing fre¬ 
quent oversights on two main 
legal points: failing to consult 
with staff over redundancy pro¬ 
posals; and not informing indi¬ 
viduals who are being made redundant they 
have a right of appeal. Director Tara Lloyd, 
pictured, said: We are not in the business of 
scaremongering. When a small business is 


struggling, the management team will have 
enough on its plate already. But too often we 
are coming across employers failing from the 
outset to fully meet their legal obligations 
when it comes to redundancies. 
You only have to look at the 
employment tribunals to see the 
consequences. 

“Problems can start at the 
beginning of the process when 
redundancies are first being con¬ 
sidered. While some errors can be 
rectified down the fine, not every 
legal slip can be corrected when 
the wheels are in motion.” 

The firm has published two 
free factsheets. One includes 
advice on restructuring to 
improve efficiencies while the second is a 
detailed overview of how to manage a redun¬ 
dancy programme as effectively and posi¬ 
tively as possible.

2012 fines await 
unwary firms 

KENT small companies hoping to cash 
in on the London Olympics are being 
warned they have to watch their words 
in advertising or face penalties. 

Words such as “gold”, “bronze”, 
“medals” and “game” - and even “sum¬ 
mer” and “2012” - can’t go together in 
any advertising nearer the time, accord¬ 
ing to the grandly titled 2006 London 
Olympic Games and Paralympics 
Games Act. 

Fines could total £20,000, but the 
Chartered Institute of Marketing, the 
international body for marketing and 
business development, says few busi¬ 
nesses know about the rules. 

David Thorp, director of research and 
information, said that with sponsorship 
limited to just a few global brands, many 
firms will miss out. 

The law idea goes back to the 2000 
Sydney Games to protect official spon¬ 
sors’ investments.

COMPANIES in Kent could be 
failing to grab a potential lifeline 
during the credit crunch which 
could bring them extra cash. 

Act fast on the chance to claim VAT 
rebates ranging from tens of thousands to 
several million pounds or miss out, warns 
KPMG. 

With the deadline for rebate submissions 
being the end of March next year, and claims 
typically taking several months to compile 
and agree, companies risk running out of time 
to apply for refimds. 

In fact, says KPMG, many businesses may 
be unaware that refimds can relate to VAT 
either mistakenly overpaid or rebates that 
were under-claimed in a 24-year period - 
between 1973 and 1997. 

It all stems from a decision in the House of 
Lords in January which said the introduction 
of a ‘three-year cap’ on back-dated claims in 
1996 was invalid in so far as it failed to include 
transitional arrangements for taxpayers mak¬ 
ing any claims relating to periods prior to May, 
1997. 

Andy Rogers, from the indirect tax team at 
KPMG in Gatwick, said: “The door is open for 
24 years’ worth of VAT claims, from 1973 
when the UK joined the EU to 1997 when the 
law was changed. 

‘Many companies we have spoken to about 
their eligibility to submit claims were com¬ 
pletely unaware the opportunity even existed, 


perhaps because 1997 is such a long time ago. 

“But if businesses don’t act quickly, they run a 
risk of losing out as all claims must be submitted 
by the end of March, 2009. 

“This is much sooner than it may appear as the 
process for putting a claim together, involving 
extrapolating back as records dating to the early 
seventies will not be available. 

“This can be time consuming. Leaving it too late 
could prove very costly.” 

According to KPMG, in some cases, VAT 
rebates could make all the difference to a busi¬ 
ness’s survival during the economic downturn. 


Much to g ain 
from training 

EMPLOYERS and workers across Kent in sec¬ 
tors including engineering, construction and 
hospitality took part in a range of challenges 
to show off their skills as part of the second 
anniversary of the Train to Gain initiative. 

More than 1,700 employers across Kent are 
using the service, which is run by the Learning 
and Skills Council (LSC), the organisation 
aimed at making England better skilled and 
more competitive.

ONE year after a big change in 
complex laws governing powers of 
attorney people are as confused as 
ever, says a Kent lawyer. 

Nicola Rostron, associate and senior solici¬ 
tor in the private client team at regional law 
firm Furley Page, said: “Since October, 2007, 
the Mental Capacity Act has had a major 
impact on powers of attorney, introducing 
new lasting powers of attorney (LPA) to 
replace enduring powers of attorney (EPA). 


“There are two types of LPAs which are 
made by a ‘donor’. The first deals with proper¬ 
ty and affairs and gives the attorney authori¬ 
ty to act in the donor’s financial matters. 

“The second relates to personal welfare 
issues such as health, medical treatment, 
where to live, what to wear, what to eat, who 
to see. But the attorney can only make deci¬ 
sions if the donor has lost capacity.” 

Despite the complexities there are clear 
advantages to the new law, she said. Although 
LPAs are much lengthier than EPAs, the

donor remains able to conduct their own 
affairs - either with the attorney or independ¬ 
ently. Another safeguard is that an independ¬ 
ent certificate provider must confirm the 
donor understands the nature and effect of 
the LPA and also doesn’t feel unduly pres¬ 
sured to make it. The provider must be some¬ 
one of the donor’s choice and over 18, and cer¬ 
tain restrictions apply. 

Ms Rostron said: “In relation to both types 
of LPA, the attorneys are unable to act until 
the document is registered with the Office of 
the Public Guardian. 

“Due to the length of time it takes to 
register, my advice to anyone considering 
making a power of attorney is to get the 
appropriate advice as soon as possible.”

Separation rights 
issue not helped 
by postponement 

A GOVERNMENT decision to postpone indef¬ 
initely proposals by the Law Commission to 
give unmarried couples the same rights on 
separation as married counterparts will do 
nothing to solve a complex legal situation, 
says a Kent lawyer. 

Susi Gillespie, family law specialist at Fur¬ 
ley Page, said: “Living together is becoming a 
more usual life choice than marriage, but the 
reality is it can make a huge difference to the 
way the court looks at finances on separation. 

“The rights of cohabitees are not the same 
as married couples, particularly when it 
comes to property.” 

Put simply, says Ms Gillespie - who divides 
her time between Canterbury and the firm’s 
recently opened Chatham office - if you marry 
and divorce, the court divides your property 
and income on the basis of what is fair, bear¬ 
ing in mind the needs of your children, your 
own needs and resources, and the length of 
your marriage. If you are unmarried, your ex¬ 
partner may be obliged to provide your chil¬ 
dren with a home until they are older, but 
your own rights are very limited. 

You may be entitled to the use of your part¬ 
ner’s home while the children live there, but 
the amount of money you receive will be cal¬ 
culated on your contribution to its acquisition 
rather than on what you need. 

Child support or help with education 
expenses may be forthcoming, but you won’t 
receive maintenance from your partner in 
your own right. And you won’t get a share of 
your partner’s pension either, however long 
the relationship lasted.

SUSTAINABILITY issues 
top the agenda in nearly 
every industry - not least 
those within the rural sector. 

Hadlow College is hoping research 
being undertaken by the faculty of hor¬ 
ticulture could encourage changes that 
would have benefits for commercial 
growers and the environment. 

The Hadlow trials involve growing 
peppers hydroponically on a semi-com¬ 
mercial scale on four different growing 
media to compare viability with the 
use of Rockwool. 

Manufacture of Rockwool, the most 
widely used hydroponic growing medi¬ 
um, involves processes carried out at 
high temperatures that take a lot of 


energy. And because no secondary use 
has been found for obsolete Rockwool it 
is consigned to landfill. The three other 
mediums on trial at Hadlow - Fytocell, 
Ekofibre and Coir - have so far not 
resulted in yield reductions. 

Fytocell is a polymer of urea and 
formaldehyde which is created at low 
temperatures. Ekofibre consists of 
lignin cellulose wood fibres harvested 
from sustainable forests. 

Coir, manufactured from the fibrous 
husk of coconut, is completely organic. 
Unprocessed, it would be a waste 
product. 

At the end of the cropping period, all 
three mediums can be composted, pro¬ 
viding growers with a useful by-prod¬ 
uct. The trials, which began in 2007, 


will continue next year and production 
will be doubled. The college is working 
towards Assured Produce Accredita¬ 
tion so it can supply leading retailers. 
In the meantime, the peppers are har¬ 
vested weekly and delivered to local 
farm shops, restaurants and pubs. 

Kent isn’t known as the Garden of 
England for nothing and is home to 
many world-class growers. 

Commercial horticulture is set to 
expand in line with the need to produce 
more of our own food, but at the same 
time we must consider the environ¬ 
ment. The trials at Hadlow could pro¬ 
duce significant benefits and confirm 
the college as a leader in the provision 
of education and training for the horti¬ 
culture industry.

D lf an employer simply dismisses an employee without first 
considering the question of a pool of employees from which 
the redundancies are to be made, the dismissal is likely to be 
unfair. Since you have already identified the pool, you need to make 
sure whether any of the jobs in your company are interchangeable 
and if there are other groups of employees performing identical 
work before making a clear statement of whose jobs are at risk. 

Once the pool of employees is confirmed you need to 
implement a selection criteria. The selection criteria 
must be objective and carefully defined so that they can 
be fairly and consistently applied to each employee. 


Selection criteria for redundancy may include some kind of measure 
of skills, qualifications, aptitude or performance. When devising a 
selection criteria you should be cautious if you intend to include a 
length of service criteria or "last in first out" as this may expose you to 
an age discrimination claim. You also run the risk of it being indirectly 
discriminatory against female employees because they tend to have 
shorter service due to, for example, breaks to have children. 

Be careful also if attendance is used as a criteria as in particular 
circumstances this may trigger a disability discrimination claim. Also 
ensure that absence due to pregnancy-related illness and absence on 
maternity or other family-friendly leave is discounted.

“Just because you have planning consent 
does not mean a sale is necessarily straightfor¬ 
ward, all consents come with conditions and it 
is very important that those conditions are ful¬ 
filled prior to expiration or a renewal of the 
existing consent obtained.” 

Failure to do so could mean delay in sale, loss 
of consent or an expensive new application 
with further time delays.

Sidecar ace sets tough target for next season 


TIM Reeves has set himself a 
target of three titles next season 
after yet another history-making 
year for the former three-time 
World Sidecar champion. 

The Tenterden-bom racer was left frustrat¬ 
ed last weekend after he missed out on claim¬ 
ing his fourth consecutive world title by three 
points at the final round of the series at Le 
Mans - despite winning the race. 

Reeves, who held the world title since 2005 
and finished third in this year’s Isle of Man 
TT, is determined to take the title back next 
season and feels his mechanical failure in 
Croatia cost him dearly 

He said: “Next season I want to win the 
British and World titles and the Isle of Man 
TT, so I will be putting in a lot more effort 
over the winter. 

“I will be fired up to take the title next sea¬ 
son after losing by just two more points. If it 
wasn’t for our head gasket failure in Croatia 
we would have wrapped up the title there 
and then. I am a little bit biased but I think 
the fastest team lost the title this year. We 
won four races compared to the Finns who 
won just three.” 

The world championship went right down 
to the wire as Finnish pair Pekka Paivarinta 
and Timo Kartiala claimed the title because 
they earned enough points for finishing sec¬ 
ond in the final race, behind Reeves and pas¬ 
senger Patrick Farrance. 

Reeves said: “I did everything I could to win 
the title. I even started to slow my pace while

I was in the lead to try and help the rest of 
the field catch up so they could try and over¬ 
take Pekka, but it was not to be.” 

Despite missing out on the world title, 
Reeves had another memorable year racing 
sidecars as he clinched the British FI Cham¬ 
pionship with a 100 per cent record. Howev¬ 
er, his highlight was finishing third on his 
Isle of Man TT debut in June, the best per¬ 
formance by a debutant for 30 years. 

He said: “It has been a fantastic year. To 
come third on my debut at the Isle of Man TT 
was amazing and I cannot wait to go back 
there and win this time. We won the British 
title, which was great, especially in the way 
we won it.” 


Wins cap Touring team’s best season 


MOTORBASE Performance saved their best 
for last at Brands Hatch as they capped of 
their most successful season in style, writes 
Tom Howard. 

The Wrotham-based team, created in 2004, 
ended the British Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship season with a flourish after three 
podium finishes at their home circuit of 
Brands Hatch last weekend.

Shakey a

SHANE Byrne is aiming to claim the British 
Superbike Championship after 
the first race at this weekend’s round at 
Silverstone.

“I’m a bit disappointed not to have won 
the title in the previous round at Croft, but 
now I’m fully refreshed and heading to Sil¬ 
verstone where I have a very good chance 
of taking it,” he said.

Campaign makes its mark on county game

The stakes are 
high for Fleet’s 
web owners 

EBBSFLEET United will not be in trouble if 
the target of 20,000 MyFootballClub members 
to renew their membership is not reached, 
according to creator Will Brooks. 

The internet site 
launched 16 months 
ago, which consists of 
30,000 football fans pay¬ 
ing a £35 subscription, 
bought a controlling 
stake in the Blue Square 
Premier League side in 
January. 

The concept sees the 30,000 fans who 
became joint owners of the football club able to 
have a say in all decisions affecting the club, 
including picking the team. 

It is almost a year since the takeover was 
first announced last November. Although 
some members have been left disillusioned by 
the new concept, Brooks feels confident in 
reaching the 20,000 renewal target. 

He said: “By looking at the activity on the 
website, we calculated around 16,000-17,000 
members regularly use it. It is very hard to say 
what will happen when it is the time for mem¬ 
bers to renew. 

“There are members who are not happy but 
I feel it is the noisy minority. We have deliv¬ 
ered with our promises, but I feel for some of 
them there is no way of turning them around 
whatever we do. 

“I believe the interest is still there, you only 
have to look at votes on meaningful decisions, 
such as the John Akinde transfer.” 

Brooks is aware that the target of 20,000 
may not be reached but has assured fans the 
club will not be in trouble. 

He said: “Obviously there is a chance that we 
may not make the target but I do not think it 
will leave the club in trouble. If only one mem¬ 
ber renews then obviously something would 
have to be done, but if we get a number around 
the 20,000 mark then the club will break even.” 


THE RESPECT campaign is 
already beginning to take shape 
in Kent after 17 of its 39 leagues 
signed up to the programme. 

The campaign was launched by the Kent 
County FA in December last year - three 
months before the Football Association - 
with the aim of improving relations not just 
among players and match officials, but also 
to address issues of spectators’ behaviour, 
particularly in youth football. 

Last year, 7,000 referees were recruited 
into the game but the same figure departed 
at the end of the season. 

John Newson, Referees Development Offi¬ 
cer, was hired last year by the Kent FA to 
help buck this trend. 

He admits the introduction of the Respect 
campaign in Kent has helped improve rela¬ 
tions between referees, players and spectators. 

He said: “My main aim is to retain refer¬ 
ees. Recruitment of referees is not too much 
of a problem, it is stopping them falling off 
the other end. 

“Leagues that have adopted the Respect 
campaign have put codes of conduct in and 
clubs are realising that if they do not behave, 
they will not have referees. 

“It doesn’t always have to be about players 
being respectful to referees, it has to be the 
other way round too. There are ways of being 
able to speak to players and that can cer¬ 
tainly be improved.” 

An incident in Thanet at the beginning of 
the month proves how difficult it is some¬ 
times for officials to deal with spectators. 

A 16-year-old acting as a fourth official for 
a memorial game between Albion Athletic 
and Birchington United Services Club, was 
allegedly hit and kicked in the head for ask¬ 
ing spectators to refrain from smoking and 
shouting abuse. 

He was taken to hospital but has since 
recovered and refereed two games the fol¬ 
lowing weekend. 

Newson admits it is difficult to prevent 
this type of thing happening. 

“Unfortunately we are still getting the odd 
idiot who is making life difficult for referees, 
but that appears to be a fact of life,” he said. 
“Leagues that are getting involved are get¬ 
ting it across to their teams and it appears to 
be working.” 


Premiership referee Steve Bennett has 
noticed a marked improvement in the rela¬ 
tionship between players and referees as a 
result of the new campaign, and admits it 
was an issue that needed addressing. 

He said: “I think primarily the FA realised 
the image of the game was not good. It has 
always been that what happens at the top, 
filters down to the grassroots of the game. 

“We are all fully aware of our responsibili¬ 
ties at the top level. 

“Now the use of captains has been very 
beneficial and there is a number of them 
that that will help the referee run the game.” 

While the issue of respect 
between players and referees 
has long been highlighted in 
the media, there are other 
situations where the game 
has become tarnished due to 
the behaviour of club officials 
and spectators. 

Phil Knight doubles up as 
chairman of Canterbury City 
and referees across Kent in 
the Ryman Leagues, Kent 
League and youth leagues. 

He feels the campaign has 
had an immediate effect, but 
has called on other leagues 
across the county to follow 
suit and sign up. 

He said: ‘Whatever the FA 
can do to return to the key 
principles of the game is 


good. The way the campaign is working in 
youth football is really exciting. We should 
not be surprised that parents are passionate 
and get carried away watching a game, but 
what the Respect campaign does is remind 
parents of their responsibilities. 

“The Respect campaign will also help 
behaviour on the field of play. It is a really 
exciting campaign that is long overdue.” 

Knight too commented on the improved 
relationship with players, due to being able 
to work with the captain. It is an approach 
that has been adopted in rugby for a number 
of years. 

The City chairman and ref¬ 
eree believes the campaign 
has already made significant 
strides, but there is still a long 
way to go. 

He said: “There are always 
going to be difficulties but it is 
a campaign rather than just a 
two-week fix programme that 
dies a death. 

“The key element is that it’s 
self-management and self-gov¬ 
erning and involves clubs deal¬ 
ing with issues themselves. 

‘What we have to do is get 
the clubs taking responsibility 
and dealing with their own 
issues. When we get to the 
stage of clubs regulating them¬ 
selves, players and parents, 
then the job is done.”

Stimson confident of

AFTER having played eight games in League 
Two already this season, Gillingham manag¬ 
er Mark Stimson is confident his side have 
what it takes to get promotion at the first 
time of asking. 

Having seen his side occupy a place in the 
play-offs earlier in the campaign, Stimson 
believes his players can bounce back after the 
ignominy of relegation last season. 

He said: We have played quite a few teams 
this season and from what I have seen, I am 
more than comfortable that we will have 
enough. 

“But talk is cheap. There are times you 
have to go out there and roll your sleeves up 
and play through a bit of pain. If you do

With a tight budget, it has been difficult for 
Stimson to get new players into the club on 
permanent deals, which has meant he has 
been forced to dip into the loan market. 

While Leigh Mills, Charlie Daniels and new 
signing Andy Barcham have all arrived from 
Tottenham on loan, Stimson admits it makes 
it difficult trying to get a settled side. 

He said: “It is hard when you take players 
on loan for one or two months and after a few 
weeks you have to think about whether that 
player wants to be with you. 

“If we could keep our 11 starters, for a peri¬ 
od of time, the players obviously get to know 
each other and your results pick up.”

The Gills supremo has kept an eye on his 
players who have gone out on loan in the 
last few weeks and has confirmed that they 
all have futures at the club, as far as he is 
concerned. 

“I think Nicky [Southall] has played in most 
of the games and that is what we want him to 
do. Charlie Howard has been at Dulwich and 
has played a lot of football. 

“Sean Clohessy went away to Salisbury 
and scored last weekend so it can only be 
good for them.

Top track athlete Lisa Dobriskey reflects on 
a breakthrough season with TOM HOWARD 


THE AGONY of finishing fourth 
in the Olympic 1500 metre final 
has failed to dampen the spirits 
of Kent athlete Lisa Dobriskey, 
who feels the experience helped 
transform her from an amateur 
to an elite athlete. 

The 24-year-old ends her Olympic season 
after next week’s Great North Run where 
she hopes to defend her mile title. 

Impressive 

Many Olympic athletes chose to end their 
season after the Beijing Games, but 
Dobriskey who narrowly missed out on a 
medal, decided to keep racing. 

The decision proved to be the correct one 
as she posted impressive performances in 
the IAAF Grand Prix in Italy and picked up 
the Manhattan Mile title last week. 

Dobriskey has felt the highs and the lows 
of what the Olympics and athletics can 
bring this season. 

The Ashford runner feels she can now move 
on from her Beijing disappointment and 


can now be considered as an elite athlete. 

She told Kent on Sunday: ‘To keep going 
has been good as I have got my form back. 
I think I have got the Olympics out of my 
system now. 

“This season was always going to be diffi¬ 
cult and everything I did was for the 
Olympics. Once you actually get to the point 
of the Olympic final you know it means so 
much and it is so important. I think it over¬ 
whelmed me a bit. 

“However, I have learnt such a lot from it 
and to keep running races was a good deci¬ 
sion. It has been nice to be able to run with¬ 
out the pressure and relax.” 

Despite not claiming a medal at the 
Games, the Kent athlete has gained a 
wealth of experience which she says 
helped her take the New York Mile title 
last week. 

“It was a really hard event to be honest, as 
it was just a straight line of a course which 
was tough,” she said. “To beat Shannon 
Rowberry on her own turf was good and 
there were a couple of Kenyans which 
showed the class of the field. 

“It has definitely been my best ever sea¬ 


son in terms of progression. I would 
describe it as a breakthrough year. I have 
learnt such a lot from all my experiences, 
especially in the Olympics. I think I have 
now reached an elite athlete level with the 
performances I have produced in this long 
and hard year.” 

After what seems a never-ending season, 
Dobriskey’s final event will be one of her 
favourites with the Great North Run next 
weekend. 

The Commonwealth 1500m champion 
is looking forward to the event, but has 
agreed to end her season after and rest 
up. 

She said: “I definitely need a break 
soon. It has been a long, hard, season 
which just seems to keep on going. I 
have got just one more race to go with 
the Great North Run and then I will \ 
have a rest. I really enjoy the event it | 
is a lot of fun, but I go there wanting 
to defend my mile title.” 

As for next season, Dobriskey has 
already set her sights on winning 
the World Championships 
Berlin. 
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Ford in the mix for 
Kiwi coaching role 


IT COULD be a winter of change at Can¬ 
terbury this year with the news Graham 
Ford is the favourite to take over as coach 
of New Zealand. 

The Kent coach is among five candidates to 
take over from John Bracewell, who will fin¬ 
ish his six years with the New Zealand Test 
and one-day side in April of next year. 

Ford faces competition from Australian 
Matthew Mott, former New Zealand crick¬ 
eter Dipak Patel and Englishman Andly 
Moles, while current South Africa Test coach 
Mickey Arthur has also been linked with the 
post. 

Kent’s director of cricket had previously dis¬ 
tanced himself from the post, but it is believed 
he was due to be interviewed earlier this week. 

Last summer Ford turned down a post as 
coach of India, preferring to stay with Kent 
and he has helped the club become one of the 
country’s top one-day sides. 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday at 
the start of the season, Ford was coy about 
his future plans at the club and whether he 
saw his long-term future at Canterbury. 

He said: “I do not look to far ahead, the 
immediate focus ahead is with this team and 
they deserve success. It is about giving them 
an opportunity to move forward.” 

If he takes over at New Zealand, it will be 
the second time Ford has coached a Test side 
after having been South Africa coach in 1999 
where he oversaw the careers of players such

as Shaun Pollock and Lance Klusener. 

The 47-year-old joined the county in 2004 
where he has helped develop young talent 
such as Joe Denly, Robbie Joseph and 
James Tredwell. 

Ford’s potential departure from Canter¬ 
bury follows the news that batsmen Matt 
Walker and Neil Dexter have left the club for 
Essex and Middlesex respectively. 


School calls on 
former England 
all-rounder Wells 

FORMER Kent and England all-rounder 
Vince Wells has been appointed cricket 
coach at Sutton Valence School in 
Maidstone. 

Wells, 43, enjoyed a successful 16-year 
first class cricket career 
which included four years 
with Kent. 

In 1998, he was called up 
for the England one-day 
tour to Australia, and 
promptly underlined his 
credentials as one of the 
country’s top all-rounders. 

Wells completed his county 
career at Durham in 2003, returning to Kent 
with his wife Debbie to start a business in 
Whitstable. 

He has recently been assistant coach to 
the successful England Ladies’ cricket 
team, as well as coaching at the Kent Coun¬ 
ty Cricket Club academy. 

He succeeds former Kent and England 
fast bowler Alan Igglesden as the school’s 
cricket coach as Igglesden has now taken 
up a new post at Woodhouse Grove School 
in Yorkshire. 

Wells said: “My aim is to carry on where 
Alan left off, introduce one or two new 
ideas, and maintain the school’s excellent 
reputation for cricket and other sports.” 

He will also be helping with rugby and 
football coaching.

“If you were to ask anyone about why 
there was a need for this campaign, they 
would have come up with the same answer. 
You do not want to see players mouthing off 
and threatening referees or chasing after 
and surrounding them after a decision. 

“Differences this season with the Respect 
campaign in place, have been very apparent. 
There has not been any appealing or sur¬ 
rounding of referees, which has been good.”
